More Accidents in Building 


ACCIDENTS in the building industry during 
1959 were the highest since the war, 
according to the Annual Report of the 
Chief Inspector of Factories, published 
on Tuesday (Cmd. 1107, HMSO, price 
7s.). Accidents on building operations 
and works of engineering construction 
are analysed in the report in considerably 
more detail than hitherto. Work at 
building operations has been placed in 
15 different categories for the purpose of 
analysis, according to the nature of the 
building involved, and to whether the 
work is classified as construction, demo- 
lition or maintenance. 

There were 15,410 accidents reported 
from building operations, 169 of them 
fatal. This total is the highest in any 
year since the end of the war, although 
the number of fatal accidents is less than 
that of the previous year and less than 
the average of the last 10 years, which 
is 188. Works of engineering construc- 
tion produced 2,875 reported accidents 
compared with 2,329 in 1958. Again, the 
number of fatal accidents was lower, be- 
ing 48 compared with 51. 

On building operations falls accounted 
for 35 per cent of all accidents and 66 
per cent of the fatalities. Of the 112 
fatalities arising from this cause, 24 were 
from ladders, 16 through fragile roofing 
material, and eight from structures being 
demolished. Lifting machinery accidents 
constituted an important hazard on con- 
struction work. On building operations 
a total of 433 accidents involved lifting 
apparatus including hoists, and 14 of 
these were fatal. On works of engineer- 
ing construction there were 229 lifting 
appliance accidents of which seven were 
fatal. 

The increase in the size of modern 
multi-storey buildings and the large 
quantities of materials which are used in 
them have resulted in the use of two or 
more cranes on the same site in close 
proximity. Some collisions of such cranes 
have occurred lately without serious re- 
sults so far, but, says the report, the risk 
is sufficiently high to make several firms 
investigate methods of preventing such 
collisions. One basic safety precaution 
where cranes have horizontal jibs is to 
keep the jibs at levels which would allow 
one to pass over the other. Although 
there would remain a danger of fouling 
the crane ropes, direct collision between 
the jibs, a far worse hazard, would be 
avoided.

EARLIER this year, at the time of the outcry against the 
rising price of building land, the Government gave 
hostages to fortune. They could have explained the rise, 
and perhaps even justified it, by reference to its multiple 
causes. But the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment chose rather to meet critics on their own ground, 
and said that ‘the commonsense remedy for high prices 
is to try to bring more land on the market, and that is 
exactly the course which the Government are pursuing.’ 
The Minister thus gave a promise which might not be an 
easy one to redeem. Now his recently issued Circular 
No. 37/60 addressed to planning authorities on the 
Review of Development Plans shows him grappling with 
the difficulties. 

There are two parts to the Circular (which was repro- 
duced in ‘ The Builder’ of September 2). The first makes 
arrangements for extending the ‘ plan period’ for future 
reviews of development plans, from 1971 to 1981. These 
arrangements will allow latitude for special cases and 
appear to be satisfactory. The second part of the Circular, 
which deals with the allocation of more land for develop- 
ment, and the more intensive use of urban land, calls for 
more comment. 

It is, of course, an admirable idea that there should 
be ‘sufficient land available for development,’ even if 
demands to live in the south-east corner of this island 
are likely to prove insatiable, and that we should

Professional Education 


THE SUBJECT of professional education has been well to 
the fore of late to enliven what is normally the rather dull 
holiday season, and much that is stimulating and helpful 
has been said about it, deserving the careful consideration 
of our educationists. The addresses given by SIR JOHN 
WOLFENDEN and MR. A. A. PART at the Chartered Sur- 
veyors’ Annual Conference at Bangor (reported in our 
September 2 issue) were, it seemed to us, particularly 
sound and useful. 

Sir John went to the root of the matter when he asked 
what was meant by the word ‘educated,’ and queried 
whether it really helped a surveyor if he had a nodding 
acquaintance with the French Impressionists but could 
not manage logarithms; or whether he was a better sur- 
veyor for knowing some Latin or even some Greek if he 
could not cope with the calculus. Many, of course, 
manage to combine a reasonable amount of -general 
‘culture’ with vocational efficiency; but if the choice 
has to be between cultured incompetence and uncultured 
efficiency there can be no doubt from the practical point 
of view as to which is preferable. 

Coming from the general to the particular, we were 
interested to note Mr. Part’s reference to the proposal 
of the London County Council to establish, as part of a 
major reorganisation of the Regent Street Polytechnic, 
a College of Architecture and Advanced Building Tech- 
nologies, to run courses in architecture, building, building 
engineering services, structural engineering, surveying and 


town planning, thus, for the first time in this country, 
bringing all the partners in building together during their 
education. Among other things, as Mr. Part said, the 
College would be able to explore the possibility of some 
integration between the various courses. 

Little has been heard of this proposal since the 
announcement of it some months ago.

HIGHVIEW GARDENS housing scheme, for 
the Borough of Southgate, forms the first 
major step in the Corporation's re- 
development plans for New Southgate 
area as a whole. The site lies immediately 
south of Arnos Grove Underground 
station and the total development covers 
4.8 acres. The initial portion of the 
scheme, covering 2.6 acres, consists of 
two 13-storey blocks, each accommodat 
ing 51 flats (78 two-bedroom and 24 one 
bedroom flats, in all) with garages and 
tenants’ stores in the form of outbuild 
ings. The one-, two-, three- and four- 
storey blocks to the west of the point 
blocks will be carried out when demoli- 
tion of obsolete properties along the 
existing road frontage takes place in 
several years’ time. The site is an open 
one and offers considerable opportunities 
for landscaping to give the development 
as a whole a park-like setting, as can be 
seen from the layout plan. 

The 13-storey point blocks house four 
flats per floor, with living-rooms located 
at the corners and each possessing a large 
balcony-bay window. Bathrooms, wes 
(in the two-bedroom flats) and dry- 
ing cupboards are planned internally 
and are mechanically ventilated on 
a ‘shunt’ duct arrangement. Heating 
throughout is by embedded underfloor 
electric panels. Each block has a pair of 
lifts, which are planned to serve 
alternate floors. A roof garden terrace is 
planned as a viewing vantage point since 
the blocks will be the highest structures 
in this part of London. 

The structure generally is of monolithic 
reinforced concrete with slab walls and 
floors (beams and columns being elimin- 
ated entirely). Balcony units are precast 
The foundations are of the piled type. 
Externally, walls are of cavity construc- 
tion with a 44 in. outer skin of facing 
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north face of the north block 
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Flats at New Southgate 


brickwork in white gault bricks. 
Windows are of galvanised steel, all 
capable of full overturning for clean- 
ing from within, and the balcony 
fronts are of oiled teak slats. The 
penthouses are clad in copper and 
patent glazing. Copings are zinc 
dressed over zinc carriage plates. 

Construction of the 13-storey 
blocks was commenced at the begin- 
ning of March, 1959, and these were 
virtually completed by the end of 
August, 1960. The contract was 
carried out on a fixed price basis, 
employing the RIBA Standard Form 
with Quantities. 

The contract value amounted to 
£265,000, approximately, an addi- 
tional £14,000 being occasioned by 
external works, i.e., roadworks, main 
drainage connections, ancillary 
buildings forming tenants’ stores, 
etc. 

The average cost per ft. sup. based 
on the total floor area was 76s., 
approximately, excluding the exter- 
nal works. Of the 76s., services, i.e., 
hot and cold water services, plumb- 
ing and drainage, sanitary fittings, 
gas carcassing, electrical services 
(including underfloor heating 
throughout), mechanical extract ven- 
tilation and lifts accounted for 
25s. 6d. per ft. sup.; the finishes, i.e. 
plastering, decorations, floor finishes 
and fittings (built-in equipment such 
as airing cupboards, kitchen fittings, 
etc.) accounted for 13s. 6d. per ft. 
sup.; the structural elements, i.e., 
structure proper, walls, partitions, 
windows, doors, etc., accounted for 
27s. 6d.; the balance of 9s. 6d. per ft. 
sup. being occasioned by the Con- 
tractors’ various preliminaries and 
insurances, contingencies and work 
below ground-floor level, including 
the whole of the piling work and 
excavations generally.

Curtain Walling; Gantry Design; New Techniques and the Operative 


Curtain Walling 

sik,—In the interesting notes on the 
history of curtain walling in your issue 
for August 26, Professor George Edson 
Danforth said that the idea of curtain 
walling was born in 1883, but I take 
it that he was referring to the birth of 
steel-frame construction in that year. 
The earliest recorded use of curtain wall- 
ing, so far as I am aware, is on the 
Hallidie Building, San Francisco, de- 
signed in 1918 by Willie Jefferson Polk. 
This was built nearly eight years before 
Gropius’s Workshop Building at the 
Bauhaus, Dessau, erected in 1925-26, 
which is wrongly believed by many to 
be the prototype of this form of con- 
struction. 

No doubt Mies van der Rohe, to whom 
Professor Danforth pays special tribute, 
has done much to perfect curtain walling, 
but the pioneer work of men like Polk 
and Gropius ought not to be overlooked. 

The Hallidie Building, apart from some 
rather ‘Gothicy’ decorative detail at 
lower and upper levels which gives a clue 
to its period, might easily be taken for 
a contemporary building; it is really 
remarkable for the ‘ maturity,’ the light- 
ness and elegance of its elevation. 

One further point. I note that Pro- 
fessor Danforth said that before 1883 
‘The architect was but a cosmetician.’ 
That may be generally true of elevational 
design, but architecture is more than 
elevations—it is essentially planning for 
purpose—and there were many first-rate 
planners in the United States before 
1883, especially among those who had 
had experience of Beaux-Arts planning.

Gantry Design 


s1rR,—Electrification of the country’s rail- 
ways involves supporting thousands of 
miles of electricity cable over the track. 
If the gantries to do this are not well 
designed, ugliness will be widespread. 
Anyone who travels southwards from 
Manchester will see a sample of what the 
rest of the country can expect. 

The most obvious defect is the wide 
variation in structural elements to meet 
the different conditions under which the 
electricity cable has to be supported. The 
effect is most disturbing. Surely it should 
be possible to devise a common structural 
element in all the gantries so that repeti- 
tion of them gives a sense of order and 
provides the least distraction from the 
surrounding town and countryside. 

Have those responsible been given suffi- 
cient time to study the design problems 
Have they benefited from the 
experience of other countries, like 
Switzerland and Sweden? The BTC is 
moving with commendable speed in these 
vast electrification projects, but surely 
this should not be achieved at the expense 
of good design.

New Techniques and the Operative 


sir,—Your leader of September 2 on 
‘New Techniques and the Operative 
Where Now?’ was perhaps timely, for it 
is very important to draw attention to the 
problem. 

It is true the operatives did discuss the 
position with a view to acquainting them- 
selves with the progress and development 
of our industry. When dealing with such 
a broad canvas it is wise to proceed with 
care and to educate oneself to an 
understanding of the problem. 

We have travelled far on this problem. 
The operatives have raised the question 
on an international level and have given 
careful consideration to the nature of the 
changes that are taking place, including 
those relating to machinery, plant, new 
methods and the assembly of prefabri- 
cated structures. 

It was resolved after careful examuina- 
tion of the issues involved, at Amster- 
dam (Holland) and at Montecatini (Italy), 
by the International Federation of Build- 
ing and Woodworkers, representative of 
some three’ million constructional 
workers covering Europe, Asia, Africa 
and America, that prior consideration 
should lie in the safeguarding of the 
employment of the men and women in 
the various crafts and callings in the 
industry, as follows: 

‘1. The time is definitely past when the 
introduction of new techniques into the 
building industry could be allowed to lead 
the the absorption by this industry of 
workers who, for various reasons, have 
become redundant in other industries. 

2. Detailed planning should ensure that 
workers who have prepared themselves on 
a traditional basis with a view to making 
a living in the building industry, are 
guaranteed the same degree of job security 
as workers in other industries. 

The primary objective should be to 
enable workers who are already engaged 
in the building industry and whose crafts 
have become more or less redundant, to 
take charge of new operations brought 
about by the new techniques. 

3. Supervision is required to ensure that 
the recruitment of labour to the building 
industry is effected on the basis of a 
detailed analysis of manpower require- 
ments. Apprenticeship training should be 
adjusted to the demands of new tech- 
niques. 

4. The following measures should be 
taken to safeguard the position of workers 
who, on account of age or failing health, 
are unable to keep up with the develop- 
ments caused by new techniques: 

(i) They should be given employment 
in such sectors of the industry where 
they can perform ordinary work without 
earning less than they are used to. 

(ii) Workers who are compelled to 
retire before reaching normal pension- 
able age should, at the time of retire- 
ment and through government measures, 
until they reach such age, be granted an 
adequate pension so that their standard 
of living is not substantially reduced. 

5. It should be the responsibility of the 
governments to provide new employment 
opportunities for workers who are made 
redundant because of new building 


methods and technical and _ rational 
developments, and who can no longer find 
employment in the building industry.’ 
The adjustment of the labour force is 
vital and must be the first consideration 
at the present time. The advantage now 
gained from new techniques accrues only 
to the building owner and the building 
entrepreneur. It is necessary that the 


operatives’ security be safeguarded in the 
fast changing world.

sir,—Your leading article of September 
2 complains of inactivity on the part of 
the unions in meeting the very complex 
problems facing a _ rapidly changing 
industry. Surely the initiative in sug- 
gesting a new structure to suit the 
changed conditions should come from the 
employers. 

A major reorganisation would have to 
include far-reaching improvements in the 
agreed rates of wages and in conditions 
of employment, but this need not con- 
flict with the interests of the employers, 
particularly if the timing is right. ; 

The effect on the standing of an 
industry which offered major improve- 
ments to its employees without waiting 
to be asked would be enormous, and if 
any industry needs to look to its standing 
in the community, it is building. 

The inducements offered by building 
employers are well down on the list of 
the bidding for workers, and in times of 
full employment this must result in a 
shortage of men of the high calibre re- 
quired to build efficiently. A mad 
scramble for the available skilled and un- 
skilled building operatives is in progress 
and wages far in excess of the negotiated 
rates are being paid. This is contrary to 
the interests of everyone, and it is sub- 
mitted that high rates paid without the 
assurance of their continuity, which a 
national agreement would give, will do 
nothing to persuade the right type of man 
to remain in the industry if better condi- 
tions are available elsewhere. Still less 
will new men be induced to join. 

Now is the time for bold forward 
thinking by the employers who, through 
their organisations, should offer forth- 
with without strings to negotiate a new 
wage agreement at rates commensurate 
with those being paid, under various 
headings, in direct contravention of the 
rules of their associations. At the same 
time a determined effort should be made 
to produce a realistic and comprehensive 
picture of how the industry should be 
organised if it is to fulfil its vital role in 
the national economy efficiently and with 
a fair return on the capital invested in it. 

Such a plan would obviously have to 
be discussed with the operatives, who 
would surely welcome as a basis for dis- 
cussion a firm statement of what is 
considered right for the industry.

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THE GENERAL DENTAL COUNCIL has a function 
roughly equivalent to the Architects’ Regis 
tration Council but with rather wider respon- 
sibilities. They required a new headquarters 
with accommodation for general offices, com 
mittee rooms, council chamber (to be used 
also for disciplinary tribunals) social rooms, 
dining rooms and kitchens. 

The vacant site in Wimpole-street, W1, had 
a frontage equal to the width of two houses, 
and posed several problems. The street is 
basically Georgian and the architects felt it 
was right to build a brick facade with indi 
vidual windows, as well as conforming to the 
general roof and Ist-floor levels. The top floor 
of number 36 was destroyed by fire but the 
resulting drop in the silhouette of the street 
is only one of many which do not affect its 
essentially ‘corridor’ character. A more 
difficult problem was that of inserting a build 
ing of small floor heights into a street of 
larger and varying heights. This can tend to 
jumpiness in fenestration, resulting in a mean 
appearance. 

The Wimpole-street block contains the 
general offices with the committee rooms on 
the Ist floor. On the top floor are two flats 
and a committee dining room and kitchen. A 
gallery at ground-floor level is used as a club 
room, which overlooks a rear court on the 
roof of the council chamber. This gallery will 
connect with the Mews building (under con 
struction) containing a banqueting room, 
parking and kitchen.

No More Work for Private Architects 


LANARK COUNTY COUNCIL, which has build- 
ing work worth £13m. in hand, is to cease 
employing private architects. At a meet- 
ing at Glasgow on Monday the council 
unanimously approved a_ three-point 
scheme aimed at ensuring that the build- 
ing programme will be carried out by the 
council’s own architectural department. 

Clir. Hugh Brannan, leader of the 
Labour group, said that the work which 
was being ‘farmed out’ to private archi- 
tects was costing the council 7 per cent 
in commission. The council’s own archi- 
tectural department operated on 34 per 
cent. At present, work worth £44m. was 
being done by the architectural depart- 
ment, and work worth £84m. was in the 
hands of private architects. Commissions 
in the hands of private architects would 
involve the authority in fees in the region 
of £600,000.

Papers are 
being prepared in advance for discussion 
at the congress by Professor Henry 
Russell Hitchcock, of the United States, 
on architectural change caused by new 
techniques in the recent past; by Profes- 
sor P. L. Nervi, of Italy, on new develop- 
ments in reinforced concrete; and by Pro- 
fessor J. Hryniewiecki of Poland, on the 
influence of industrialised building tech- 
niques.

Competition by Tender 
RIBA President's Letter to Local Authorities 


DURING RECENT YEARS, and particularly in 
the last few months, the Royal Institute 
of British Architects has been increasingly 
concerned about the methods adopted by 
local authorities to dispose of land for 
private development. To bring the matter 
into perspective Sir William Holford, 
MA, PRIBA, has sent a letter to local 
authorities pointing to the dangers of the 
current practice, loosely described as 
‘competition by tender,’ and recommend- 
ing alternative courses of action. The 
president’s letter continues: 

A system has grown up which has been 
loosely described as ‘competition by 
tender,’ in which the local authority 
offers to sell or lease a valuable central 
site, and invites developers to submit a 
bid for the site together with an architec- 
tural design for the proposed develop- 
ment. 

The local authority has two aims in 
view. One is to secure the satisfactory 
development of the site in the interest of 
the public whom it represents, so as to 
achieve a major civic improvement and 
the solution of such problems as traffic 
congestion, car parking, lack of open 
space and other public amenities. The 
other is to obtain the maximum return 
from the developers, partly because it is 
its duty to the ratepayers to obtain a good 
return, and partly because by doing so 
it obtains some compensation for the 
outlay it has to make on public services. 

The difficulty which has arisen, and 
which is causing the RIBA so much con- 
cern. is that the two aims often come 
into conflict with each other. A local 
authority which receives a number of 
bids from developers, each accompanied 
by a scheme designed by the developer's 
architect, is strongly tempted to accept 


the highest bid, even if it is not for the 
best-designed scheme. If it does so, the 
council is in the short-run the financial 
gainer, but the community is the loser in 
the long run. If it is known that the site 
is likely to go to the highest bidder, the 
developer is himself tempted to skimp the 
provision of public amenities and to 
exploit the site to the utmost, even if by 
doing so he does not develop it in the 
most desirable way from the point of 
view of the public interest. 

The Planning Authority should, of 
course, reject such an application, but 
the local authority which is being 
tempted by a high bid to give its approval 
to over-exploitation of the site, may itself 
be the Planning Authority. There is 
also a strong temptation, to which some 
local authorities have succumbed, to play 
one developer and his architect off against 
another, even to the extent of picking the 
brains of each of the developer’s archi- 
tects (without, however, paying for their 
services) and allowing the ideas sub- 
mitted on behalf of one developer to 
be made known to, and developed by, 
another. 

Local authorities must at the very least 
observe a proper code of professional 
practice in this matter. Many of these 
developments, moreover, are taking place 
in the smaller towns, and even in some 
large ones, whose authorities lack first- 
rate financial, architectural and technical 
advice.

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ning authority has given sufficient thought 
to the planning problems of the area. Too 
many authorities are content to wait, 
Micawber-like, for a developer to turn 
up, and are then prepared to give him 
almost ‘ carte blanche’ because the bas.c 
planning studies have not been done. 

Authorities which lack capital and 
highly qualified staff are being tempted 
by the offers of firms of estate agents and 
‘town developers’ armed with glossy 
brochures to ‘advise’ them on central 
area developments. These firms are often 
acting, not only as private developers 
whose motive is financial, but 
town planning consultants and architects. 
What these towns require, but cannot 
get from this source, is disinterested pro- 
fessional advice, and the results are 
only too likely to reflect the lack of this 
advice. 

In the opinion of the RIBA the present 
system is harmful because it fails to draw 
a proper distinction between the duty of 
the public authority, and the legitimate 
concerns of private developers. Local 
authorities should be impressed with the 
importance of drawing up in good time 
comprehensive development plans that 
are sufficiently firm to secure the basic 
planning principles that concern the 
public—kind and quantity of uses, cir- 
culation of vehicles and _ pedestrians, 
three dimensional form and character, 
open spaces and other public amenities 

and yet sufficiently flexible to meet the 
varying interests of the developers. 

Such a plan is the essential pre- 
requisite to the consideration of indivi- 
dual projects, and it is the duty of the 
public authority, not of private profit- 
seeking concerns, both to prepare such a 
plan and to ensure that it does not 
present subsequent developers with con- 
ditions that are totally unacceptable. 
There will be ample scope within such a 
plan for varied treatment of individual 
sites, and local authorities which are 
inviting tenders from developers should 
make it clear, after consulting the plan- 
ning authority, how much scope for 
variation there is. 

More often than not, however, where 
local authorities wish to dispose of a site 
for development, no comprehensive 
development plan has been prepared. In 
these cases it is entirely wrong for the 
planning function to be delegated, in 
effect, to developers interested primarily 
in their own financial returns. The 
authority, in consultation with the plan- 
ning authority, must by the most suitable 
means prepare a plan for the site, and 
for as much of the surrounding areas as 
is necessary to create a large enough plan- 
ning unit to permit of comprehensive 
treatment. 

The RIBA has therefore worked out 
some proposals to provide a realistic 
alternative to the system of ‘ competition 
by tender’ that will enable local authori- 
ties both to realise a good price for their 
land and ta obtain a first-class design 
that incorporates essential public ameni- 
ties and traffic or other improvements, 
and of which the authorities and the 
public can be proud. 


The aim of these proposals is to 
separate the financial from the architec- 


also as 


tural decision so that the local authority 
can be free to choose the best design 
without having to reject an attractive bid. 
There are two essential ingredients in 
the proposals. The first is that, before 
any financial negotiations take place, 
before any offers are invited or tenders 
received, the master plan for the area 
must be drawn up. The second is that so 
far as possible any development scheme 
ought to be conceived and carried out 
under the direction of one architect. 

The RIBA therefore recommends to 
local authorities the following alternative 
courses of action, which may or may not 
include the organisation of an architec- 
tural competition under RIBA regula- 
tions: 


For Small Developments 


For small developments where 
RIBA competition could not be 
expected to attact sufficient entries to 
justify the cost, the local authority 
should appoint one architect for the 
entire work. He would work in close 
collaboration with the planning 
authority in preparing his design. De- 
velopers would then be invited to put 
in competitive bids on the basis of his 
design, but would not be permitted to 
employ their own architects. While 
this might deter some developers, the 
RIBA is satisfied from consultations 
with developers and their architects 
that a sufficient number of developers 
would be prepared to tender on this 
basis. 


For Larger Developments 


For larger developments either of the 
following alternatives are recom- 
mended : 

(i) Where 
competition. 

Where, in large schemes, an architec- 
tural competition is for some reason not 
thought to be desirable, an architect— 
either the local authority’s Chief Archi- 
tect or a consultant in private practice 

-should be appointed to draw up a 
three-dimensional master scheme, suf- 
ficiently flexible to take account of the 
developer’s requirements. It should 
normally be a condition of his appoint- 
ment that the consultant would work 
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with advisers expert in planning, 

finance and/or commerce, and in 

close collaboration with the planning 
authority. 

Competitive bids would then be ob- 
tained from developers, the work being 
executed by the winning developer’s 
own architect. The consultant would 
be debarred from assisting any of the 
competing developers in any way. 

(tt) Where there is an architectural 
competition 

(a) The local authority would pro- 
mote an architectural competition for 
the development of the site, under 
RIBA_ competition regulations. In 
accordance with these regulations the 
assessor, who would select the winning 
design, would be an architect or, if 
there was more than one assessor, a 
majority would be architects. Competi- 
tive bids would be invited from de- 
velopers for the execution of the win- 
ning design, the successful developer 
being required to appoint the winner 
of the architectural competition to 
execute the work on the basis of 
normal architect-client relationship. 

(b) Alternatively, the winning archi- 
tect would be anpointed the architect 
for buildings to be erected by the local 
authority, and consultant architect for 
the remainder of the development, the 
successful developer employing their 
own architects as executive architects 
of their own buildings. 

In both cases, it would normally be a 
condition of his appointment that the 
assessor would work with advisers expert 
in planning, finance and/or commerce, 
and in close collaboration with the plan- 
ning authority. He would be debarred by 
the RIBA Competition Regulations from 
assisting any of the competing developers 
in any way. 

The RIBA invites all local authorities 
which are considering the redevelopment 
of any part of the land in their ownership 
by private developers to discuss this prob- 
lem with them.

Commonwealth Architects’ Conference

Representatives are 
to attend from Canada, Australia, South 
Africa, Northern Rhodesia, Southern 
Rhodesia, SW Africa, Hong Kong, Singa- 
pore, Jamaica, and British Guiana, and it 
is hoped that India, Nigeria and Ghana 
may also be represented. Because the 
conference is exploratory in character, 
and its recommendations will have to be 
reported to and discussed with the Allied 
Societies throughout the Commonwealth, 
its meetings will be private, but it is 
expected that a statement will be issued

Too 
many authorities are content to wait, 
Micawber-like, for a developer to turn 
up, and are then prepared to give him 
almost ‘ carte blanche’ because the bas.c 
planning studies have not been done. 

Authorities which lack capital and 
highly qualified staff are being tempted 
by the offers of firms of estate agents and 
‘town developers’ armed with glossy 
brochures to ‘advise’ them on central 
area developments. These firms are often 
acting, not only as private developers 
whose motive is financial, but also as 
town planning consultants and architects. 
What these towns require, but cannot 
get from this source, is disinterested pro- 
fessional advice, and the results are 
only too likely to reflect the lack of this 
advice. 

In the opinion of the RIBA the present 
system is harmful because it fails to draw 
a proper distinction between the duty of 
the public authority, and the legitimate 
concerns of private developers. Local 
authorities should be impressed with the 
importance of drawing up in good time 
comprehensive development plans that 
are sufficiently firm to secure the basic 
planning principles that concern the 
public—kind and quantity of uses, cir- 
culation of vehicles and _ pedestrians, 
three dimensional form and character, 
open spaces and other public amenities 

and yet sufficiently flexible to meet the 
varying interests of the developers. 

Such a plan is the essential pre- 
requisite to the consideration of indivi- 
dual projects, and it is the duty of the 
public authority, not of private profit- 
seeking concerns, both to prepare such a 
plan and to ensure that it does not 
present subsequent developers with con- 
ditions that are totally unacceptable. 
There will be ample scope within such a 
plan for varied treatment of individual 
sites, and local authorities which are 
inviting tenders from developers should 
make it clear, after consulting the plan- 
ning authority, how much scope for 
variation there is. 

More often than not, however, where 
local authorities wish to dispose of a site 
for development, no comprehensive 
development plan has been prepared. In 
these cases it is entirely wrong for the 
planning function to be delegated, in 
effect, to developers interested primarily 
in their own financial returns. The 
authority, in consultation with the plan- 
ning authority, must by the most suitable 
means prepare a plan for the site, and 
for as much of the surrounding areas as 
is necessary to create a large enough plan- 
ning unit to permit of comprehensive 
treatment. 


The RIBA has therefore worked out 
some proposals to provide a realistic 
alternative to the system of ‘ competition 
by tender’ that will enable local authori- 
ties both to realise a good price for their 
land and toa obtain a first-class design 
that incorporates essential public ameni- 
ties and traffic or other improvements, 
and of which the authorities and the 
public can be proud. 


The aim of these proposals is to 
separate the financial from the architec- 


tural decision so that the local authority 
can be free to choose the best design 
without having to reject an attractive bid. 
There are two essential ingredients in 
the proposals. The first is that, before 
any financial negotiations take place, 
before any offers are invited or tenders 
received, the master plan for the area 
must be drawn up. The second is that so 
far as possible any development scheme 
ought to be conceived and carried out 
under the direction of one architect. 

The RIBA therefore recommends to 
local authorities the following alternative 
courses of action, which may or may not 
include the organisation of an architec- 
tural competition under RIBA regula- 
tions: 


For Small Developments 


For small developments where 
RIBA competition could not be 
expected to attact sufficient entries to 
justify the cost, the local authority 
should appoint one architect for the 
entire work. He would work in close 
collaboration with the planning 
authority in prevaring his design. De- 
velopers would then be invited to put 
in competitive bids on the basis of his 
design, but would not be permitted to 
employ their own architects. While 
this might deter some developers, the 
RIBA is satisfied from consultations 
with developers and their architects 
that a sufficient number of developers 
would be prepared to tender on this 
basis. 


For Larger Developments 


For larger developments either of the 
following alternatives are recom- 
mended : 

(i) Where there is 
competition. 

Where, in large schemes, an architec- 
tural competition is for some reason not 
thought to be desirable, an architect 
either the local authority’s Chief Archi- 
tect or a consultant in private practice 

should be appointed to draw up a 
three-dimensional master scheme, suf- 
ficiently flexible to take account of the 
developer’s requirements. It should 
normally be a condition of his appoint- 
ment that the consultant would work 
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with advisers expert in planning, 

finance and/or commerce, and in 

close collaboration with the planning 
authority. 

Competitive bids would then be ob- 
tained from developers, the work being 
executed by the winning developer’s 
own architect. The consultant would 
be debarred from assisting any of the 
competing developers in any way. 

(1) Where there is an architectural 
competition 

(a) The local authority would pro- 
mote an architectural competition for 
the development of the site, under 
RIBA competition regulations. In 
accordance with these regulations the 
assessor, who would select the winning 
design, would be an architect or, if 
there was more than one assessor, a 
majority would be architects. Competi- 
tive bids would-be invited from de- 
velopers for the execution of the win- 
ning design, the successful developer 
being required to appoint the winner 
of the architectural competition to 
execute the work on the basis of 
normal architect-client relationship. 

(b) Alternatively, the winning archi- 
tect would be anpointed the architect 
for buildings to be erected by the local 
authority, and consultant architect for 
the remainder of the development, the 
successful developer employing their 
own architects as executive architects 
of their own buildings. 

In both cases, it would normally be a 
condition of his appointment that the 
assessor would work with advisers expert 
in planning, finance and/or commerce, 
and in close collaboration with the plan- 
ning authority. He would be debarred by 
the RIBA Competition Regulations from 
assisting any of the competing developers 
in any way. 

The RIBA invites all local authorities 
which are considering the redevelopment 
of any part of the land in their ownership 
by private developers to discuss this prob- 
lem with them. The Royal Institute is 
convinced that the alternatives it now 
proposes can assist local authorities to 
secure good development, in which the 
right balance is struck between the 
financial and the other considerations.

High Density Development 
Two Schemes Approved by Minister 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has given consent 
for high density development schemes— 
including high flats — at Henley-on- 
Thames and Wanstead. He regards these 
schemes as the kind of development 
which can help to meet the current 
demand for building land while giving 
variety to the urban scene. 

The Minister’s decisions are on an 
appeal by Townmaker Ltd. against the 
refusal of Oxfordshire County Council to 
permit the building of houses, maison- 
ettes, studios, garages and a 25-storey 
tower block of flats on 6} acres of land 
at Paradise-road, Henley-on-Thames; and 
on an application by Wanstead and 
Woodford Borough Council for planning 
permission to build 102 dwellings (in- 
cluding blocks of flats of 8 and Il 
storeys), 24 lock-up garages and parking 
space on land at Hall-road, Tilney-road 
and Eastern-avenue, Wanstead. 

Oxfordshire County Council had 
refused permission for the Henley scheme 
because although they recognised the 
high standard of design in the proposal, 
they considered that a tower of more than 
7 storeys would be out of scale and out 
of character with the town. An inquiry 
into the appeal was heard on April 12, 
1960. In his report, the inspector noted 
that the comparatively high density pro- 
posed had the advantages of economical 
use of land and of scope for achieving a 
compact urban design. These advantages 
might not weigh so heavily in Henley as 
elsewhere, but that was no reason to 
prohibit such development. As the appeal 
site was topographically separate from 
the town and well screened by trees, the 
question of conflict between old and new 
scarcely arose. 

Although the tall tower of flats was 
intended to be a slender foil to the long 
low terraces of houses, he considered 
that, even with the reduced height of 18 
storeys suggested by the appellants at the 
inquiry, from the surrounding district the 
tower would form an unwarranted and 
isolated intrusion into the landscape out 
of scale and character with the old town 
centre. He recommended that the appeal 
be allowed but that the proposed block of 
flats be restricted to a height below 70 ft. 

The letter giving the Minister’s decision 
says that he agreed with the inspector's 
general commendations, and considered 
that the architectural conceptions of the 
layout were of an admirably high 
standard. He did not, however, entirely 
accept the inspector’s criticism of the 
proposed tower block. He would not 
himself regard a block of flats as objec- 
tionable merely because it broke the sky- 


line, and he would not think that any 
kind of tall block on the site would neces- 
sarily dominate the town. He considered, 
however, that a block of 12 to 15 storeys 
rather than one of 18 to 25 storeys would 
be reasonable in scale in relation to the 
long low terraces on the site and would 
not overpower or dominate the town. The 
block would be seen from many points 
in the town, but the intimate character 
of the town centre, and the treed 
horizons would not be lost. Indeed, if 
the tower were elegantly designed, the 
Minister thought it would add to, and 
not detract from, the landscape. 

The Minister’s permission for the 
development is subject to the conditions 
that the block of flats be of not more 
than 15 storeys and that the number of 
dwellings, the siting design and external 
appearance of the buildings and means of 
access to the site be as might be agreed 
with the local planning authority or, in 
default of agreement, as determined by 
the Minister. 


The Wanstead Application 


An inquiry into the Wanstead and 
Woodford application was held on March 
31, 1960. In his report, the inspector 
said that the objectors were most con- 
cerned with the proposal for tall blocks 
and its effect on privacy, outlook and 
light. But it was now recognised that 
the advantages of open planning justified 
higher buildings on suitable sites; and 
he accepted the advice received by the 
council that the site was one which could 
benefit from the architectural effect of 
tall blocks. This left to be determined 
the degree of high density and the height 
of the blocks. He recommended that 
permission be given for the proposed 
development subject to a number of con- 
ditions, including the restriction of the 
tall blocks to 8 and 6 storeys. 

The Minister accepted the inspector's 
view that the appeal site was suitable for 
housing development, including flats, but 
was unable to accept the necessity of 
restricting the density of development or 
limiting the height of the flats. In the 
Minister’s view the difference in the 
effect on the surroundings of blocks of 
8 and 6 storeys and of 11 and 8 storeys 
would not be significant, and would not 
justify the reduction in the number of 
dwellings provided. He noted in this 
respect that the nearest residential pro- 
perty to the flats would be more than 
260 ft. away. 

The letter giving the decision says: 
‘The Minister regards it as of growing 
importance that advantage should be 
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laws on the registration of architects) ; 
and partly practical and political, the 
latter being the more important. 

These must therefore be examined, as 
also a variety of interesting proposals for 
strengthening the constitutional links 
between the RIBA and its Allied Societies 
overseas. 


taken of redevelopment schemes to 
secure the fullest use, compatible with 
good living conditions, of land in urban 
areas in order to relieve pressure for 
development on land outside the towns 
and to help to meet the demand for 
dwellings. 

‘He believes that the acceptance of 
higher than average densities, with some 
tall buildings, at appropriate points, can 
help to meet these needs and give a 
welcome variety to the urban scene, with- 
out endangering planning standards.’ 

The Minister considered the council's 
scheme to be well conceived, and an 
example of the kind of high density de- 
velopment to be encouraged. 

He accordingly decided to grant 
permission, subject to a number of con- 
ditions concerning road safety, tree plant- 
ing and preservation, and parking space.

AN ENGLISHMAN’S HOME is still his castle, 
be it council flat or Woburn Abbey, but 
if it should happen to be an abbey then 
he probably has to share it with others 
in order to pay for the upkeep. 

I duly paid my half-crown to get into 
the grounds of the famous abbey and 
then motored for a mile or so to reach 
the house. It was a wet, dull Sunday and 
the idea had presented itself as a peaceful 
way of entertaining a visitor, but as we 
passed the groups of picnickers strewn 
on the wet grass I began to have mis- 
givings. The car park was packed and 
the bus park was scarcely distinguishable 
from any other busy bus terminus. The 
AA man on duty told me things were 
quiet today because it was wet! 

We joined the crocodile slowly wend- 
ing its way to the house. Seats were 
though-fully provided along the route to 
accommodate the weary but still patient 
visitors. Patience, as always, was re- 
warded and we eventually reached the 
entrance and paid our one-and-sixpence 
to view the house. A souvenir counter 
showed everything from guide books to 
the usual bric-a-brac of tourist centres, 
and autographed copies of most things 
could be bought for a modest extra 
charge. (Later on I saw Woburn rock 
with the name printed right through.) 

Once inside the house we saw a 
beautiful array of hand-painted china 
which any museum would be proud to 
possess. As our crocodile haltingly 
climbed the staircase, pausing on each 
step, we were able to view the awesome 
display of ancestral portraits in their 


magnificent frames which continued along 
an interminable narrow corridor until we 
reached the state apartments. Were the 
members of the patient crocodile really 
interested? Impossible to say. They cer- 
tainly read and commented upon the 
inscriptions on the portraits, and when 
we eventually arrived at the state rooms 
they showed proper tourists’ awe at the 
bed which James I (or was it Charles?) 
had slept in and later Queen Victoria. 
There were a great many teenagers in the 
party and they appeared able to work up 
considerable enthusiasm for all these 
exhibits.

The Mystery of the Vicarage Drains 


Unseen Hazards of Victorian Jerry Building 


aBouT 1910 the vicar of my native village 
died. My father, a local architect, when 
preparing the customary schedule of 
dilapidations for the early Victorian 
vicarage, could find no trace whatever of 
any drains or means of sewage disposal. 
The gardener, who had been employed 
by the vicar for many years, could provide 
no information at all; nor could the 
churchwardens or the agent for the 
patron of the living. 

Visible evidence consisted of a valve 
closet on the ground floor with, on the 
first floor and immediately above, a 
second valve closet, a bath and basin. 
The soil pipe and the pipe with hopper 
head which took the bath and basin 
wastes simoly disappeared into the 
ground. The sink waste in the scullery 
disappeared in the same fashion. There 
was some slight secondary evidence of 
the existence of drains provided by a 
smell in the scullery in hot weather. 

Digging revealed a drain of sorts 
passing along the front of the house. 
This ‘drain’ had been formed by the 
simple expedient of digging a trench in 


the clay soil, lining its sides with upright 
flagstones, spanned with more flagstones, 
and back-filling the trench. In due course 
this ‘ drain’ was joined by the lead waste 
pipe from the scullery sink. Thereafter 
it was found to turn through the house 
under the scullery floor, the paving of 
which consisted of flagstones laid on earth 

hence presumably the occasional smell. 

Thereafter the drain continued to the 
centre of a large lawn where it discharged 
into a long-forgotten mine shaft, some 
300ft. deep. The shaft had been covered 
with timber bearers and boarding and the 
lawn laid over it. The timber was found 
to be rotten and sagging. 

The gardener contributed the informa- 
tion that from time to time there was 
a slight sinking in the lawn at this spot. 
When this occurred, he said, he took off 
the turf and levelled up the soil, after- 
wards putting the turf back. One wonders 
what might have happened one day when 
he was rolling the lawn 

Incidentally, the vicar raised a remark- 
ably healthy family of eight children.

Stained Glass 
Faceted Slabs Set in Concrete 


From a Correspondent 


RECENTLY INSTALLED stained-glass win- 
dows in the St. Mary’s secondary modern 
school for girls’ chapel, Leigh (Lancs), are 
among few existing examples of a com- 
pletely new technique in church decora- 
tion that may have a considerable effect 
on church windows in Britain and 
throughout the world. 

Two five-light sanctuary windows, each 
light measuring 18 ft. by 2 ft. 4 in., have 
been installed in a concreted stained- 
glass of abstract design, predominant 
colours being greens, blues, purple and 
white. 

Evolved in the stained-glass studios of 
James Powell and Sons (Whitefriars), 
Ltd., Wealdstone, the technique meets 
the challenge of contemporary church 
architecture with new materials and 
methods. By the use of thick coloured 
slab-glass set into concrete, the idiom of 
contemporary design is matched by a 
completely appropriate technique in win- 
dow construction. 

Apart from its thickness, the beauty of 
the glass is derived from its roughly- 
faceted surface and the five magnificent 
colours achieved. The surface of each 
fragment is chipped into facets by hand, 
giving the finished windows the liveli- 
ness and brilliance of jewels. No paint 
is used. The concrete into which the 
slabs of glass are set forms the line of 
the design. 

The Leigh windows are designed by 
Mr. Pierre Fourmaintraux, designer-in- 
chief for this technique at the White- 
friars studios, who in recent years has 
designed and executed many important 
commissions in France. 

Architects of the Leigh girls’ school 
chapel are Messrs. Weightman and 
Bullen, of Liverpool. Designer of the 
building is Mrs. Patricia Brown.

We now continue our report from the summer school with 
extracts from the ‘ Social Aspects of Leisure’ by Mr. Mark Abrams, PhD. 


IN ITS BROADEST connotation leisure can 
be regarded as freedom from those activi- 
ties which centre around making a living. 
In Britain, as recently as a hundred years 
ago, freedom of this kind was both 
scant and very unequally distributed. For 
the vast majority of the population the 
working life extended from early child- 
hood until advanced old age; for this 
majority the working week usually 
covered six full days, and the working 
day was frequently ten or twelve hours. 


Over the past fifty years the age-long 
scarcity of leisure and its highly unequal 
distribution have both been sharply modi- 
field. Today in Great Britain those in 
civil employment constitute less than half 
(only 46 per cent) of the total popula- 
tion. Most people retire from work with 
several years of active good health before 
them; no one starts work before the age 
of 15, and, indeed, of all young people 
aged 15 to 19 as many as 3 in every 10 
are not in civil employment. Three- 
quarters of the nation’s 7m. white-collar 
workers work a five-day week; very few 
exceed a 374-hour week; and most office 
accountants, after allowing for holidays 
and other absences, base their cost esti- 
rnates on a 48-week year. 


The work load of the manual worker is 
heavier but still far less arduous than it 
was a generation ago. For roughly half 
of them Saturday is a free day, for all 
of them the average working week is 46 
hours and the working year rarely 
exceeds 48 weeks. 


The Fruits of Productivity 


These then are some of the obvious 
fruits of the increase over the past fifty 
years in the productivity of the British 
economy: the young and the old have 
been substantially excluded from the pro- 
ductive process, and for all those within 
the process there is a _ considerable 
amount of leisure throughout the week 
and throughout the year—even those in 
manual occupations now find themselves 
spending at their place of work only a 
quarter of their total annual supply of 
hours. It is reasonable to assume that 
recent trends will continue over the next 
decade: there will be further advances 
in industrial technology and these will 
increase everyone’s formal amount of 
leisure time and increase the output of 
goods destined to occupy this leisure 
cars, boats, cameras, books, television 
sets, hotels, gramophone records, etc. 

But increased economic productivity 
generates two other, less obvious but 
potentially more important, changes in 
leisure, and I would like to concentrate 
on these two comparatively neglected 
leisure developments in a prosperous 
society. 


The first is that as prosperity grows 
leisure habits become increasingly dif- 
ferentiated in terms of stages of the 
family cycle; a society where most leisure 
habits are shared by all age groups gives 
way to one where, despite the existence 
of one or two general leisure habits (e.g.. 
watching television), each age group (e.g., 
adolescents, young parents, old people) 
develops its own distinctive forms of 
leisure. The second development is that 
with mounting prosperity the boundaries 
between work and leisure begin to dis- 
integrate—satisfactions formerly sought 
through leisure are expected in the work 
situation and work values invade the 
hours set aside for leisure. 

The first of these developments is 
already well under way. In contemporary 
Britain we can discern, operating side by 
side, several leisure patterns; and each 
of them corresponds to a particular stage 
in family life. It is possible to discern 
four distinct stages in British family life, 
each with its own distinctive pattern of 
leisure activities. First, there is the teen- 
age pattern. This is highly gregarious. 
heavily built on contacts outside the 
home, sharply discriminatory against non- 
teenagers, frequently dependent on the 
facilities provided by large-scale commer- 
cial entertainment and on the values and 
skills described in the mass media. 

Next, we have the early-family pattern 
where for most people between the ages 
of 25 and 44 leisure activities are bounded 
by the resources of two adults preoccupied 
with the tasks of starting and raising a 
family and with the pleasures of making 
their home a self-contained private world. 
As they age, members of this stratum are 
prone to use some of their growing pros- 











perity to turn again to the outside world 

not, however, for participation in group 
activities but for the mobile privacy pro- 
vided by a car. 

The late-family pattern is that of 
people who have passed their middle 
forties and not yet reached retirement 
age. Compared with the rest of the com- 
munity they are highly prosperous and 
yet lightly burdened with responsibilities. 
In so far as they have the appropriate 
skills they look outside the home for 
their leisure activities, but this new 
adventurousness is limited both by their 
decreasing physical vigour and by a life- 
time spent in a society where the cultiva- 
tion of leisure interests was starved by 
comparative poverty. 

In the final stage in which might be 
called the ex-family period, the great 
majority of people return rapidly to a 
pattern of leisure activities which 
although centring on the home is often 
modified by the organised efforts of out- 
siders to provide interests, care and 
security. 


A New Prosperity 


Widespread prosperity is still very new 
in British society, and so, for the time 
being, the differences between these four 
age groups are unemphatic; we can, how- 
ever, over the next ten years expect them 
to sharpen so that the groups shed many 
of their present shared interests. 

The second leisure development that I 
mentioned earlier is the way in which, 
with increasing prosperity, the boundaries 
between work and leisure, begin to dis- 
solve so that work increasingly takes on 
some of the attractions of leisure, and 
leisure takes on some of the attractions 
of work. 

The first of these minglings can be seen 
in a dozen minor ways. Workplaces are 
made gay and attractive; rest and snack 
breaks are introduced in the morning and 
the afternoon; young people expect to 
find a future spouse at work rather than 
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‘ Jack Straw’s Castle,’

BRANCHES THROUGHOUT THE BRITISH ISLES 
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at the dance hall; in assessing the attrac- 
tiveness of a job workers of all ages and 
statuses increasingly emphasise the prime 
importance of ‘ pleasant people to work 
with.’ The job becomes almost a break 
from home, and after the chores of the 
weekend a chance for peace and quiet, 
for a smoke and a chat. 

The employer for his part encourages 
this new work climate by seeking, with 
the aid of industrial psychologists, 
managers who, whatever their other 
skills, have pleasing and likeable person- 
alities. The managers, in their turn, 
alerted by popular sociology to the merits 
of ‘participation,’ attempt to provide 
employees with the emotional satisfac- 
tions normally associated wiht craftsman- 
like hobbies. And _ forward-looking 
statesmen when called upon to cope with 
economic problems abandon such old- 
fashioned slogans as ‘ Export or Die’ and 
offer instead what seems the more con- 
genial headline ‘ Exports are Fun.’ 


Simultaneously, leisure takes on some 
of the characteristics of work. Garden- 
ing and do-it-yourself jobs about the 
home provide many men with the only 
opportunities now left to them of exercis- 
ing judgment, making decisions, demon- 
strating their skills, and contemplating 
with pleasure and pride their own indivi- 
dualistic handiwork. Where they still 
flourish, leisure activities outside the 
home become less and less spectatorial 
and passive and more concerned with 
arduous personal achievement; pot- 
holing, rock climbing and sailing now 
occupy the leisure of many who were 
once content to watch football and 
cricket matches. Increasingly, those 
who go out to work look for jobs which 
will leave them fresh enough to cope 
adequately with the labours of leisure. 

Some of the implications of this fusion 
of work and play are already apparent. 
For example, most people prefer to work 
for large companies whose establishments 


Developments Under the UK’s Restrictive 
Trade Practices Act 


Registrar's Address to the American Bar Association 


THE REGISTRAR of Restrictive Trading 
Agreements, MR. R. L. SICH, addressed 
the Anti-trust Section of the American 
Bar Association on ‘ Developments under 
the United Kingdom’s Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act,’ in Washington, on August 
30. 

The Registrar outlined the background 
to the passing of the Restrictive Trade 
Practices Act in 1956. The aftermath of 
the 1914-18 war and the depression of the 
°30’s had both stimulated the growth of 
price agreements; and during the last war, 
government controls over prices and pro- 
duction and the tendency of government 
to deal with bodies representing entire 
industries, increased the number and 
scope of trade associations. 

After the war, it appeared that many 
industries contemplated the continuation 
of restrictive agreements as permanent 
and not emergency arrangements. Typi- 
cally these agreements seemed protective 
measures against the severities of com- 
petition rather than instruments of ex- 
ploitation. There was therefore not the 
‘apprehension of economic slavery’ that 
was said to exist in the United States 
before the Sherman Act; but there was 
unease. about the effect of restrictive 
agreements on the economy, and a feeling 
that some or most of them should be 
ended. 

Mr. Sich continued: The 1956 Act 
did not at once make illegal agreements 
about common prices and discounts, com- 
mon lists of distributors, loyalty rebates, 
production quotas and the like. But it 
required particulars of them to be sent 
to the Registrar for inclusion in a regis- 
ter open to public inspection. The pur- 
pose of registration was both to provide 
information about the extent and nature 
of current restrictive agreements and to 
expose them to publicity which the 
government thought might in many cases 
cause either whole agreements or the 


more onerous restrictions in them to be 
abandoned. It did. 

Further, all registered agreements had 
in turn to be considered by the Restric- 
tive Practices Court, set up by the Act 
to decide whether each was contrary to 
the public interest or not. The principles 
which the Court should follow in reach- 
ing its decisions were of course laid down 
in the Act. The main underlying prin- 
ciple is that there is a potential damage 
inherent in all restrictive agreements in 
that competition is suppressed to the 
degree provided for in each. Thus a re- 
striction was to be held contrary to the 
public interest unless it produced positive 
benefits of a kind defined in the Act, and 
did so without inflicting more than com- 
pensating detriment. 


Statistical Effects 


Statistically, the effect of the Act so 
far could be summed up as follows. 
2,300 agreements have been entered in 
the register. Early this month [August, 
1960], 1,030 agreements had come or 
were coming to an end either because the 
Court had found them contrary to the 
public interest, or because the parties 
abandoned them before they were re- 
ferred to the Court. 63 cases before the 
Court had been concluded; 52 had been 
undefended so that the restrictions were 
held contrary to the public interest. 11 
had been defended and eight of them 
had been found contrary to the public 
interest. One had been wholly upheld, 
as had most of a second. One minor re- 
striction alone of a third had been 
upheld. Of the 11 contested cases, eight 
had involved price fixing, and two had 
involved discriminatory trading. But 
most had failed to pass the Court’s 
scrutiny because, when the facts had been 
carefully investigated, the Court had not 
been satisfied of the probability that the 
public got any substantial benefit from 
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are in the heart of consumption and 
leisure centres—since these are the 
employers often most ready and most 
able to provide a leisured work situation. 
Again, the demand for better housing will 
continue to precede almost all other 
priorities in the ordinary man’s scale of 
preferences since only in his own house 
will he be able easily to privatise and 
industrialise his leisure. 

Both the developments we have con- 
sidered here—the age-stratification of 
leisure and the fusion of work and leisure 

would suggest that satisfactory plan- 
ning in a prosperous society must pro- 
vide the consumer with all the advantages 
of urbanised, industrialised life, all the 
satisfactions of close family life, and 
greater opportunities for near-privacy and 
peer-association in his leisure activities 
outside the home. In other words, it 
must be planning for a nation of people 
who want to live suburban lives in the 
heart of great metropolitan centres. 


their operation or would lose any by 
their disappearance. In some cases, the 
Court also found that they caused sub- 
stantial detriment. 

The preparation of cases for the Court 
took from 18 months to 3 years, and 
there were at present 127 further cases 
in preparation. On past experience, few 
of them would get as far as a trial. There 
were also a large number of registered 
agreements whose fate might be expected 
to depend upon that of others now coming 
to trial. This interdependence partly ex- 
plained why so many had already been 
abandoned. 

The process of individual examination 
of agreements had not been a waste of 
time or money; it had shown that in some 
particular circumstances restrictive agree- 
ments—even price agreements—could be 
beneficial to the public. 

Considering the effect of the Act on the 
UK economy, the Registrar quoted 
Judge Victor Hansen (then Assistant 
Attorney General concerned with anti- 
trust matters): ‘Anti-trust laws cannot 
compel competition: they only make it 
possible.’ The existence of a restrictive 
agreement was at least some evidence 
that the parties did not wish to compete. 
In the UK, ending of some price agree- 
ments had been quickly marked by price 
reductions; in other cases there had been 
no imr.ediate change. Some industries 
which had had price agreements within 
the Act now had ‘ open-price agreements,’ 
involving only the circulation of informa- 
tion which were usually outside the Act. 
It remained to be. seen whether some of 
these agreements were a useful contribu- 
tion to industrialists’ statistical informa- 
tion or a means of exerting pressure on 
potential competitors. 

The ending of some restrictive agree- 
ments had also been followed by mergers 

—though this was not necessarily a 
matter of cause and effect. Industrialists 
considered that the Act had been a con- 
tributory factor to some mergers: not to 
others. In general, however, there was a 
long way to go on the merger road in 
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most UK industries before monopoly was 
created. And in a small-unit economy, 
large-scale operation might by greater 
efficiency produce benefits for the con- 
sumer to offset any loss of competition. 

The Registrar concluded with a case 
history. A price agreement about a 
major electrical component was deter- 
mined in April, 1959, before reference to 
the Court. The reasons given by a leader 
of the industry were excess manufacturing 


capacity and the Restrictive Trade Prac- 
tices Act. Severe competition followed 
and prices were stated by several com- 
panies to have fallen below cost. There 
were mergers in the industry both before 
and after the ending of the agreement; but 
11 firms remained in the business. Late 
in 1959, one firm raised its prices to 
restore about half the cuts it had made. 
This price leadership was followed by 
others, who also increased their prices. 


The Restrictive Trade Practices Act 


Progress up to August 1, 1960 


THE REGISTRAR Of Restrictive Trading 
Agreements gives the following summary 
of progress to date under the Act. At 
August 1 there were, in round figures, 
2,300 agreements in the register. Of 
these, over 1,030 had been abandoned or 
had all restrictions removed from them; 
63 agreements had been referred to the 
Court; 52 had not been defended and the 
restrictions were, therefore, found con- 
trary to the public interest; 11 agreements 
had been defended; 8 were found con- 
trary to the public interest; one was 
found consistent with the public interest 
as was most of a second and a minor 
restriction in a third. 

Dates had been fixed by the Restrictive 
Practices Court for hearings on nine 
further agreements; and over 120 more 


cases were in various stages of prepara- 
tion for hearing. As briefly stated last 
week, Cement will come before the Court 
on January 16 next and Wire Nails on 
March 6. 

Following representations from the 
Registrar, the Board of Trade has author- 
ised him to remove 26 agreements from 
the register (under Section 12 of the Act) 
as being of no substantial economic sig- 
nificance.

Local Architects Call for Exhibition 


A PERMANENT EXHIBITION showing models 
of proposed new buildings for Shrews- 
bury is called for by local architects. The 
town is being kept in the dark about its 
future, they say. 


One architect, MR. R. W. BEARD, ARIBA, 
said the public ought to be brought into 
the picture; they had a right to know how 
their town was being altered. He asked 
that the local Council set up an exhibition 
and display models to shown the public 
exactly how new buildings would look. 


Another Shrewsbury architect, Mr. 
GRAHAM GOATLEY, ARIBA, said he was as 
much in the dark about the town’s new 
buildings as anybody else. ‘ There is the 
new general market, a most important 
site; all I have seen of the proposed new 
building is a perspective drawing.

Apprentices and Family Allowances

A SEVENTEEN-YEAR-OLD apprentice can 
count for family allowances if his net 
weekly earnings are less than 89s. 6d. For 
apprentices aged 16 the limit is 87s. and 
for those aged 15, 84s. 6d. This is the 
effect of a decision, published today, by 
the National Insurance Commissioner on 
an appeal by the mother of an electrical 
engineering apprentice. The Family 
Allowances Act covers apprentices whose 


earnings do not provide ‘ wholly or sub- 
stantially a livelihood,’ and the Commis- 
sioner ruled that in present circumstances 
this means earning up to the amounts 
stated. Previously the earnings limits 
were 55s. for apprentices under 17 and 
60s. for those between 17 and 18. The 
number of families who will benefit from 
this leading decision is not precisely 
known but may be of the order of 30,000.

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Water Supplies 


Increasing Domestic and Industrial Demand 


IN A STATEMENT On water supplies given 
in Leeds on June 15, MR. HENRY BROOKE, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, spoke of the enormous engineering 
works which had to be undertaken to 
ensure the water supplies everyone takes 
for granted. ‘ The demand for water,’ he 
said, ‘ grows continuously as the standard 
of living rises; new houses mean more 
bathrooms, and over and above that the 
Government’s scheme of improvement 
grants for older houses means that thou- 
sands without a fixed bath will be getting 
one for the first time. The use of water 
as a raw material in industry is rapidly 
growing; and in the last five or six years 
a new demand has come upon our water 
resources—the use of water for irriga- 
tion, a question dealt with in a report 
from my Central Advisory Water Com- 
mittee published on June 9.’ 

Referring to the amount spent on 
improving and extending water supplies 
since the war, Mr. Brooke said that for 
several years it had been more than 
£30m. per year. 


Dry Seasons 


On the question of resources to meet 
the public and industrial needs during 
dry seasons, the Minister gave the 
summer drought of 1959 as a case in 
point. 

‘Four out of every five water under- 
takings,’ he said, ‘were able to get 
through without having to impose any 
restrictions on consumption at all. Ip 


other words, although some undertak- 
ings ran into difficulties, the water 
industry as a whole was remarkably suc- 
cessful in meeting the exceptional 
demands made upon it. I have made a 
study of the reports produced by my 
Inspectors and also by the water industry 
itself on last summer’s problems. It is 
quite clear from them that where difficul- 
ties arose they occurred because demand 
had grown faster than had been allowed 
for and provided for by the water under 
taking concerned.’ 

Dealing with the long-term policy, Mr. 
Brooke stated that we were approaching 
the point at which we may have to take 
a new look at water conservation. Part 
of the problem of ensuring water 
supplies had been met by the regrouping 
of small water undertakings into larger 
units. There was a growing body of 
opinion which held that with the rapid 
growth in the demands now made upon 
water resources—the use of water by 
industry was growing much faster than 
before the war, and the new agricultural 
use was spreading at an astonishing rate 

it would be necessary to devise new 
measures and methods to ensure the 
effective conservation of water resources 

Resources were ample to meet all 
needs if used properly; but if they were 
squandered or wasted by unco-ordinated 
development, there was a risk that in 
some parts of the country the resources 
would prove inadequate. ‘Not only 
water necessary for health,’ concluded the

orders for new work in the second quar- 
ter of this year to the value of £452m., 
compared with orders valued at £473m. 
in the first quarter. 

Orders obtained for work for public 
authorities (excluding housing) in the first 
quarter of this year included several very 
large contracts, and the figure was there- 
fore exceptionally high. Moreover, orders 
in the second quarter tend to be lower. 


Although orders for private houses 
were lower in the second quarter than in 
the first quarter of this year they were 
considerably higher than in the same 
period in 1959, and the decrease between 
the first and second quarter was less than 
last year. 

Orders for private industrial building 
continued to rise and increased from 
£82m. in the first quarter to £92m. in the 
second quarter.

Building in the South-West 


Annual Total Now £150m. 


IN THF SOUTH-WEST REGION, comprising 
the counties of Gloucestershire, Somerset, 
Wiltshire, Devon, Cornwall and Dorset, 
the value of building and civil engineering 
work carried out annually is now about 
£150m. This figure includes repair and 
maintenance which is estimated to be 
nearly one-third of the total. These 
figures were quoted by MR. W. T. LEWIS, 
regional director, Ministry of Works, in 
a report submitted to the monthly meet- 
ing of the Regional Board for Industry, 
at Bristol, on September 6. 

Mr. Lewis stated that full employment 
in the industry, and especially among 
craftsmen, was being achieved by good 
planning and_ increased productivity. 
Delays, he said, certainly took place when 
marginal shortages manifested themselves. 
He thought these were inevitable in the 
circumstances, but the construction indus- 
tries were tough and resilient, and he 
thought they could be relied upon to 
meet the current problems with courage 
and tenacity. 

Mr. Lewis said that from inquiries he 
had made there was no real evidence to 
suggest that projects of importance to the 
national economy had been unduly de- 
layed by work falling within the descrip- 
tion of miscellaneous private building, 
e.g., shops, garages, petrol stations, farm 
buildings and new offices. On average, 
some 10 per cent of the regional capacity 
had been engaged on construction of this 
type during the past 3 years and of this 
10 per cent it was estimated that approxi- 
mately one-sixth had been for new office 
building. 

There was a continuing marked short- 
age of good office accommodation, and 
the use of residential houses as offices was 
widespread in the region.

Union Chief's Advice to 


MR. H. WEAVER, president of the Amal- 
gamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers told the TUC at Douglas, IoM, 
on September 9: ‘ We consider that the 
building industry should be at the top of 
the list of those industries which our 
movement considers should be brought 
into public ownership.’ 

He was moving a composite motion 
expressing concern at the inability of the 
building industry in Great Britain under 
private enterprise to meet its obligations 
with regard to the construction of 
houses, factories and hospitals. It was 
increasingly apparent, the _ resolution 
stated, that a multiplicity of small firms 
could not cope adequately with the large- 
scale modernisation and introduction of 
new techniques which were urgently 
necessary, nor could it guarantee con- 
tinuity of employment to building trade 
workers. 

*Congress therefore welcomes the un- 
derstanding reached between the building 
trade unions and the TUC on the course 
to be pursued in relation to public owner- 
ship of the building industry, and calls 
u.on the General Council to launch a 
cimpaign through the local trades coun- 
cils for the promotion of this policy,’ the 
resolution concluded. 


Unsatisfied Needs 


Mr. Weaver said that never in the last 
21 years had the building needs of the 
people of this country been satisfied. Due 
to the absence of long-term planning, 
aid because of the ruthless exploitation 
by building and land speculators, the 
wrong types of building had in many cases 
been built. This had intensified the 
shortage of socially necessary buildings 
such as houses, schools and hospitals. 

There were 1}m. men employed in the 
biilding and civil engineering industry 
aiid no less than 3m. more were indirectly 
einployed producing building materials. 
S» it could be seen that a substantial 
section of the population was directly de- 
pendent upon what happened in the build- 
ing industry. 

For the past ten 
capital investment in 
averaged £2,000m. a 
greatest capital 
iudustry annually. 

Therefore Congress would recognise 
the importance of seeing to it that the 
country got value for money, for the dis- 
posal of such a colossal sum had a 
cynamic impact upon the _ country’s 
economy and on the living standards of 
the people. 

With the resources for building spread 
over something like 60-70,000 contractors 
the dissipation of effort and waste of 
those resources was fantastic. 

On average six firms tendered for each 
new project. Five of those firms must 
be unlucky and their highly-skilled tech- 
nicians worked with the certain know- 
ledge that weeks of intense effort was a 
complete waste of time. 

Referring to the MI, Mr. Weaver said

that a team of highly-skilled technicians 
and workmen were got together and no 
less than £5m. worth of up-to-date 
machinery was assembled to do the job. 
The MI was a splendid achievement, but 
the day it was completed the magnificent 
team of men that did the job were 
scattered to the four corners of the 
country and, in addition, the £5m. worth 
of machinery stood idle. In fact about 
a third of the machines used in the con- 
tracting industries were always standing 
idle. 

‘We will never provide the houses, 
schools and hospitals and all the essen- 
tial buildings of which there is such a 
desperate shortage unless and until the 
whole resources of the building industry 
are subject to long-term planning and 
effective control.’ 

Seconding the resolution, MR. F. LAW- 
SON, of Edinburgh (Scottish Painters 
Society) spoke of the large numbers of 
people still waiting for houses and the 
exploitation of the housing shortage. At 
the same time there were reports from all 
over the country of a steady fall in the 
number of houses being built. The 
number of houses put up by speculative 
builders was increasing yearly in relation 
to those built by local authorities. 

He went on: ‘ Private builders are not 
interested in human need, but only in 
amassing profits. Many local authorities 
admit that they cannot hope to deal even 
with very urgent cases for years. Hospital 
building is as bad. It is a scandal that no 
new hospitals have been built since the 
end of the war and there is little hope of 
the target being met. 

“Everyone is aware also of the 
thousands of inadequate factory buildings 
which are making it difficult for us to 
keep our place in the markets of the 
world. Many of these buildings need to 
be replaced by modern streamlined 
factories in addition to the need for new 
factories. 

“No one expects that an industry 
which includes many thousands of small 
businesses can be able to take full advan- 
tage of the new techniques available. The 
efficient use of prefabrication, mechanisa- 
tion and standards of materials, together 
with recognition that planning and direc- 
tion of building should be a Government 
responsibility would ensure a_ healthy 
Britain, well housed and capable of 
meeting its industrial commitments.’ 

The resolution was carried. 


Direct Labour Departments 


MR. W. P. BLAIR (Electrical Trades 
Union) of Ruislip commented on the sec- 
tion in the General Council report saying 
that the Council had written to the 
Minister of Housing asking him to take 
full account of the financial position of 
direct labour departments when compar- 
ing their prices with private contractors. 

Mr. Blair said the General Council and 
Congress took the view that local 
authority direct labour departments were 
in a different position to private enter- 
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prise regarding profit and loss and, in 
writing to the Minister, questioned him 
on the effects of his circulars as to the 
difficulties they had caused in the opera- 
tion of direct labour departments. His 
reply indicated that the number of 
houses built by direct labour had not 
varied significantly over the last two 
years. 

Mr. Blair went on: ‘The Electrical 
Trade Union hopes the General Council 
will press the Minister for a more specific 
reply because we believe the circulars 
were designed to cause difficulties in a 
situation where local authorities are find- 
ing that houses can be built cheaper and 
more efficiently by direct labour schemes. 
The success of direct labour seldom gets 
the headlines but it is rather a term 
which is maligned as much in some 
quarters as is nationalisation in others. 


Efficient Schemes 

‘The comparisions that are made are 
to discredit direct labour when in fact 
there is evidence of many successful 
schemes large and small up and down 
the country.’ 

Among the places cited by Mr. Blair as 
examples of efficient direct labour 
schemes were the London County Coun- 
cil and Bognor Regis. 

He said other authorities were enter 
ing the field of house building by direct 
labour, and recently a deputation of the 
Aylesbury district building trade em- 
ployers met the Borough Council’s Hous- 
ing Committee in order that the Council 
should have no illusions of the risks en- 
tailed. They reminded the committee that 
25 per cent of local authorities who were 
building houses up to 1950 had now 
ceased to do so because, presumed the 
employers, it was uneconomical. 

They went a little further and intro- 
duced figures given in the House of Com- 
mons that whereas 178 local authorities 
were operating direct labour schemes in 
1950, only 139 were operating in 1959. 

Mr. Blair continued: ‘ The census of 
production figures for the building in- 
dustry was thrown in for good measure 
disclosing output value per man in the 
private sector of the building industry of 
£654 per man per annum and for opera- 
tives employed by Government depart 
ments and similar bodies £485. I would 
suggest this comparision of direct labour 
is not only misleading but mischievous. 

‘The direct labour department of Sal- 
ford Corporation undertook a £1,750,000 
project to develop the lower Kersall site 
for an 1l-storey block of flats. Their 
tender was £72,000 lower than that of the 
lowest private tender and by last August 
a further saving of £25,000 was estimated. 
It was confidently assessed that there 
would be a 50 per cent reduction in the 
original time schedule with a special 
bonus scheme which gave the operatives 
75 per cent of the time saved and meant 
an average bonus of £5 per week. 

* Housing is a serious business in which 
local authorities have a large measure of 
responsibility, and to those who accept 
the challenge on the basis that what 
private enterprise does they can do better 
and cheaper we would say “go to it” 
and look forward to a future Ministerial 
circular to this end.’ 
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An Approach to 


The Special Problems of Management 
in the Building Industry 


The problems involved in the integration of the widely separated components 
which make up the building industry, and the designation of responsibility 
and authority at all levels, both at the design and construction stages, have 
always been major obstacles to progressive development. Mr. John Andrews, 
AIOB, has attempted to analyse these problems and to suggest ways of 
overcoming them. In a paper, recently submitted in two parts to meetings 
of the East and North-East London Students’ and Graduates’ Section of the 
British Institute of Management at the South-West Essex Technical College, 
he compared some differences between building and other industries. He then 
outlined a broad framework of principle to provide a background for subse- 
quent attempts to indicate the application of management skills to the special 


needs of the industry, and of the general contractor in particular. 


from his paper are given below. 


sBOUT 100,000 FIRMS in the United 
Kingdom undertake building and civil 
engineering work. Rather more than half 
undertake general work. the remainder 
are specialist firms usually acting as sub- 
contractors. These specialist firms, how- 
ever. are increasing in size and import- 
ance, as the work becomes more highly 
sectionalised, and it is not unusual to 
have ten to twenty such firms upon a job 
providing varying services. 

Only about one in twenty-five of these 
firms employs more than twenty men. 
Although the industry comprises a large 
number of firms, the bulk of the labour 
force is employed by comparatively few. 
Thus it is that of the million or so men 
employed in the whole industry, 75 per 
cent are employed by some 8,000 firms 
and they. between them, carry out 80 per 
cent of the work done by all contractors. 

In order to appreciate the importance 
of the industry in our national economy, 
it must be borne in mind that it handles 
50 per cent of our country’s capital invest- 
ment programme, which at the present 
time amounts to some £2,000m. per 
annum. Rather more than half of this 
work is undertaken for public authorities. 
How this work come to be done by 
the contractor? What is the process by 
which a person or an authority desiring a 
building can realise that requirement? 

There are normally two distinct stages 
in this process: design and construction. 
from the general contractor’s

External Conditions 


The architect is responsible for this first 
design stage and as may be supposed the 
architect has a heavy burden laid upon 
him, far heavier in fact than most archi- 
tects appreciate themselves! He is the 
general manager, as it were, of an enter- 
that in the space of a few short 
at most, often only months, must 
be conjured literally out of thin air, and 
through a devious and highly diffused 
chain of control must bring into reality a 
most complex capital product possessing 
in full measure both function and beauty. 

The special external conditions in which 
the building contractor has to work are 
not entirely satisfactory; there are a

number of factors entirely beyond his 
control, but which nonetheless have very 
considerable effect upon the economics of 
building. 

To make a musical analogy, consider 
the plight of the conductor (the con- 
tractor), and the discord produced by the 
orchestra (his own organisation), aided at 
intervals by instrumentalists (the 
subcontractors), when attempting to play, 
in the open air. a piece of music (the plans 
and details), which at the moment his 
baton is raised are not even finished and 
are apt to be delivered page by page, not 
necessarily in the right order, at intervals 
throughout the entire performance by the 
composer (the architect), who is more 
than likely being harried into changing 
his own mind by his patron (the build- 
ing owner) having second thoughts about 
this bar or that when both 
have probably been played in the first 
movement. This is indeed no exaggera- 
tion of the system pertaining in this 
country at present, but continuing in the 
musical vein, ‘ he who pays the piper calls 
the tune,’ and the client is, after all, 
entitled to the building he wants.

Doubtless you wil! think that a different 
approach on the part of the building 
owner and architect might be in the 
better interest of all concerned, but none 
the less the contractor must be organised 
to cope with this situation; to obtain 
work, often in fierce competition, and to 
carry it through to everyone’s satisfac- 
tion. Consideration must also be given to 
the bigger economic issues of lost produc 
tion occasioned by delays in providing 
the new industrial buildings; the race in 
recent years against increasing costs: and 
the grave social consequences attendant 
upon any lack of vigour in carrying out 
the various housing programmes. 


Internal Conditions 


Unlike most manufacturing industries, 
the general management responsibility is 
divided between the architect and the 
builder, only brought together at a later 
stage, and thus difficult to correlate com- 
pletely. Design is completely separated 
from the execution of the work with its 
attendant financial and commercial risks. 
Building is carried on in the open air 
at the site which it will occupy, very 
different from the controlled environment 


of the factory. Communications, in the 
widest sense of the word, are very diffi- 
cult, both upon individual sites and in the 
overall management of groups of dis- 
persed projects. 

The labour force is to a great extent 
recruited for each separate job, and thus 
it is more difficult to assess the capacity 
of individuals, to institute’ training 
schemes, or adequately to control quality. 
Problems of time-keeping and allocation 
are more complicated. Greater attention 
must be paid to matters of welfare and 
safety. Building materials, especially since 
the war, are extremely diversified and are 
for the most part heavy and bulky; some 
of them perishable, many needing careful 
storage. Astute programming is necessary 
to avoid costly double handling. Owing 
to the tremendous variety of materials 
required for a number of projects running 
concurrently it is uneconomical for the 
contractor to hold stocks, and thus he is 
often at the mercy of the suppliers. 


Mechanisation 

In building work requirements vary 
from job to job; careful control is needed 
in the selection of the right machines and 
to ensure economic running, and there 
is a natural reluctance to expend capital 
upon plant for which there is no guarantee 
of continued use. This has been a dis 
tinct factor in the slow introduction of 
mechanisation in the industry. offset in 
recent years with the appearance of 
specialist plant hire firms. 

Sub-contractors, who often execute in 
excess of 50 per cent of the work, must 
be brought on site, at the right time in 
proper sequence, and many operations 
are liable to be held up if they are not 
properly integrated with the main pro 
gramme. 

The comparatively short term of 
separate diverse contracts does not permit 
the use to the same extent, as in indus 
tries having long renetitive cycles of 
production. of methods of comparative 
costing. It is very difficult to relate prices, 
production and overheads, consequently 
financial forecasting and contro] cannot 
be applied with the same ease. 

In one respect the contractor is fav 
oured. Fixed capital equipment required 
is small, likewise the ratio of working 
capital to turnover. There are no stocks 
to be held, long-term credit facilities are 
available from suppliers, and as stages of 
the work are completed interim payments 
are made to the contractor. 

Nonetheless, when compared with the 
manufacturing industries, it would appear 
that the contractor is faced with addi- 
tional internal problems. His basic prob- 
lems are: (a) To relate his organisation 
to the system prevailing in the industry 
as a whole, keeping it sufficiently flexible 
to react speedily to varying external pres- 
sures, meanwhile urging a more rational 
approach in order to lessen these pres- 
sures, and (b) to arrange his internal 
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organisation similarly, to cushion and 
spread evenly throughout the whole 
structure the various shocks coming from 
outside influences largely beyond his con- 
trol, and to overcome the difficulties of 
the interna! processes themselves 

How then to resolve the paradox of an 
industry traditionally conservative in its 
attitude, yet requiring to be comoletely 
flexible in its dealings both internally and 
externally ? This is the foremost ‘ special 
problem’ facing managemen in the 
building industry Efforts made by con 
tractors to improve will be nullified unless 
a similar movement is apparent in the 
earlier processes. 


The Role of the Architect 


Matters relating to design are generally 
accepted to be within the province of the 
architect, the quantity surveyor and an 
increasing host of engineering and other 
specialists. 

What are the qualities our architects 
should possess? First, transcending all 
they must be men of vision and 
ideas, capable of interpreting the wishes 
of their clients, and with subtle guidance 
representing them in the possible 
taste in terms of function, beauty and 
economy. Second, they must be leaders 
in the fullest sense, possessing the ability 
and character to make a plan and rally all 
to the common purpose. 

Third, they must be so _ technically 
sound as to realise their own technical 
limitations (and as buildings become more 
complex so their personal technical con- 
tribution tends to become which 


else,

less) 


leads automatically to the final require 


ment, that of being an administrator 
capable of presiding over and co-ordinat 
ing the work of all who must assist in 
the preparation of the plan, and from its 
acceptance by the building owner, to the 
successful completion of the construction 

We can afford many barely competent 
mediocrities in our national manpower 
economy, but we must not allow the 
philosophy of ‘A Nation of Shopkeepers' 
to apply to our architects. They must be 
broad based in the arts and humanities: 
not confined from their early training by 
the limitations of technical expediency. 
These men cannot be produced in our 
technical colleges, and they certainly can 
not be produced upon a part-time basis. 
They must be exposed from the begin 
ning to the liberal education afforded by 
schools of architecture, in the universities 
and elsewhere, followed by an extensive 
practical training in recognised offices, 
and on building sites. 

It will be argued that this is all very 
well, but in this vision of visionaries, who 
will decide such mundane matters as the 
type of tiles and the disposition of 
drains? 


The Building Technician 


Among differences between the build 
ing and civil engineering sections of the 
industry, there is one most particu- 
lar aspect which perhaps will help pro- 
vide the answer to this problem. In the 
civil engineering field there is complete 
freedom of movement of individuals to 
and from the professional and contracting 
side, with all the advantages accruing 
from a cross fertilisation of ideas, and a 


tendency towards a more sympathetic 
attitude to the other man’s point of view 
Building is still rigidly compartmented; 
there is no common ground for discus- 
sion between the contractor and the pro 
fessional man, and in fact, until very 
recently, the contractor’s representative 
was obliged to stand very much 
hand 

A contribution to the solution of this 
problem would come from the introduc 
into the whole of the 
srade of building technician. These men 
trained in technical / commercial 
aspects of the work would be able to take 
up employment at any point, professional 
or otherwise, throughout the whole indus 
try, and would remain free to move about, 
and indeed encouraged to do so, during 
the early stages of their careers. This is 
common continental, and to a 
extent, American and the 
posal seems to merit examination.

The Architect and Leadership 


From the Renaissance to the second 
world war the architect was acknow- 
ledged as the leader of the building team. 
At the present time his right to this 
position is in dispute, and most of our 
troubles spring from this situation. Mr. 
D. M. Jeffreys, a chartered quantity sur 
veyor, in a paper entitled ‘The Future 
Structure of the Building Industry,’ said 
‘He (the architect) is the leader, and to 
set the example is not just his privilege, 
it is his duty.’ 

There are some who claim that as 
buildings become more complex their 
design becomes more the responsibility of 
the engineer, and that he should have first 
say. Others, less extreme, suggest a 
design by committee, the architect and 
engineer tackling the problem jointly, 
each gaining stimulus from the other. 

In a recent paper upon the subject, Mr. 
Ove Arup, CBE, said, ‘It is his (the 
engineer's) job to assist the architect to 
realise his architectural conception, and 
he must accept his role as assistant. But 
he should be a useful assistant—under- 
standing and sympathising with the aims 
of the architect, so that he, in his own 
intuitive thinking, can arrive at pro- 
posals which will further the architect’s 
wishes.’ Both Mr. Arup and the dis 
tinguished architect who spoke at the 
same meeting suggested that a greater 
measure of collaboration during training

The Quantity 


Cost is probably the final criterion: the 
quantity surveyor is chiefly « 
with this aspect and the general contrac 
tual relationship of the building 
and contractor. He will be much better 
placed to ensure a 
conclusion if he is brought in at 
stage, by helping to keep the scheme 
within budget limits; and if he has full 
details available when he produces his 
bill of quantities. This could then be a 
more helpful document than it its at 
present, and would avoid needle argu 
ments throughout the course of construc 
tion and after 

The industry, by nature of its 
dispersed activities, will always need men 
of strong individuality to manage its site 
»perations, but in addition there is a real 
need for recognition of the increasing 
importance of the staff functions. Until 
this is forthcoming, it will not be possible 
to ensure that the right men are attracted 
to this aspect of the work. There is no 
suggestion that the day-to-day manage 
ment of individual jobs should be from 
a central office, but obviously there must 
be advantages to be gained from such 
control of labour and plant, the ordering 
and purchasing of materials, and the 
existence of a smoothly running and con- 
tinuing administrative and clerical 
machine. 

The central office should also be 
treated as a clearing house, where tech 
nical knowledge and experience can be 
accumuluated and be made freely avail- 
able throughout the organisation. For 
this to be successful there must be a 
two-way passage of information, and here 
is often a weakness. Design offices. for 
example, usually suffer from a lack of con- 
structive comment from sites, although 
there is criticism in plenty. One reason 
is that drawing office staffs are not en- 
couraged to get out and see the applica- 
tion of their theory in practice, and this 
should be regarded as an essential part 
of their work. 

This is of course only one small part of 
the all-embracing problem of communica- 
tions, and the industry has its own 
peculiar difficulties. Apart from the 
obvious ones of dispersed, changing sites, 
there are the tortuous routes between 
the various parties to the contract, and 
the instinctive dislike of the practical man 
for paper work of any kind. And adding 
to the confusion, within the contractor's 
organisation, is the fact that so often the 
need for precisely defined inter-respons!- 
bility, and accountability of the parties is 
overlooked. 

Yet another important aspect is the 
attitude of the industry to research and 
development. It has been stated that

Passenger Conveyor-Belts 


New Developments in Sweden

WITH GROWING TRAFFIC problems, con- 
veyor belts for the transport of pedes- 
trians are likely to be adopted on an ever- 
increasing scale in the future, and this 
method of pedestrian transport is being 
studied on both side of the Atlantic. One 
of the conveyors developed in Europe is 
a rolling pathway, evolved by the Sand- 
vik Steel Company of Sweden, which 
differs somewhat in design from those 
generally in use in America. Sandviken, 
which specialises in making the belting 
proper, envisages the possibility of 
making rolling pathways of up to one 
mile in length. 

In the United States there are at least 
two dozen passenger-carrying conveyor 
belts in service. In Europe, where the 
development of this form of transport has 
been somewhat slower, there are signs of 
In London, for instance, 
a twin-track ‘travolator’ has _ been 
installed at the Bank Underground 
station to carry 40,000 people every day 
through a 300-ft. tunnel at the rate of 800 
a minute at peak periods. Germany is 
incorporating this form of mass trans- 
portation in new city planning, while, in 
Sweden, the Sandviken Steelworks 
installed an experimental passenger con 
veyor at its works in 1958.

American experience with passenger- 
carrying conveyor systems has been based 
on the specially designed and 
strengthened rubber belts. Reinforcing 
materials have made marked headway in 
recent and have included rayon, 
nylon and glass fibre as well as cotton and 
steel There are few definitely 
adopted standards and development is 
still very much in the trial stage, though 
a 24-in. width for single-line traffic seems 
to have become a standard measurement.

Work on the development of a 
passenger carrying band led the Sandvik 
Company to design and equip its own 
works with a complete moving sidewalk 
installation to facilitate investigations 
under actual working conditions.

The steel 
band conveyors can also be reversible so 
as to run in either direction. In an 
installation where two terminal pulleys 
are employed the return strand can be 
used for carrying passengers in the 
opposite direction, excellent tracking 
being maintained by the terminal drums 
and the idlers. 


Standard factors that will ultimately 
emerge from the present trial period 
remain to be seen. The question of taking 
baggage without disturbance off a luggage 
conveyor running parallel to a passenger 
conveyor has also to be solved. The 
best type of terminal station must be 
considered, particularly to the tension 
terminal which requires a tension frame 
and counterweight for maintaining the 
same degre of flexibility in the steel band 
at all times. Problems concerning 
moving or stationary hand rails and also 
unloading points, must be determined by 
the belt manufacturer in conjunction 
with the conveyor structure specialist. 


Despite the number of difficulties yet 
to be solved, Sandvik are already pro 
ducing rubber-coated steel band con- 
veyors 24 in. and 32 in. wide, and during 
the latter half of 1960 will also be able 
to make available passenger belt con- 
veyors having a width of 40 in.

A REVISED 
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Adding Fly Ash to Gypsum Plaster 


Promising Results of Some Recent Tests 


A SERIES of tests to investigate the 
strengths of mixtures of calcium sulphate 
plaster and pulverised fuel ash mixtures 
has recently been undertaken at the 
Royal Technical College, Salford, as the 
preliminary part of a study of the 
strength of precast blocks made up of 
such mixtures. This paper reviews cer- 
tain of these tests and indicates the 
strengths which may be achieved 

Gypsum Plaster Class ‘A’ or Plaster 
of Paris is manufactured by heating 
ground gypsum to a temperature between 
150°C and 190°C. An ouiline of the 
methods of manufacture and a discussion 
on the variations in properties is given 
in a paper by Andrews (1). The plaster 
used in the tests here described was a 
normal commercial Class ‘A’ plaster, 
purchased locally, was the hydrated 
lime. Pulverised fuel ash is the product 
remaining after burning powdered coal in 
the boiler furnaces of electricity generat- 
ing stations. It is finely powdered and 
difficult to handle in its dry state and the 
term ‘fly ash’ is applied to it, since, due 
to its lightness, it tends to float in the air 
when disturbed. Between three and four 
million tons are produced yearly (2), and 
it is estimated that this latter figure will 
be attained in 1962. 

The fly ash used in these tests was part 
of a mixture of a series of batches 
obtained from Agecroft ‘B’ Power 
Station, used in another research pro 
gramme. Details of the grading of four 
batches and the chemical composition of 
two of these batches are give in Table I

Generally speaking, the ash is a 
variable material due to differences in the 
raw fuel, the fineness of powdering and 
the efficiency of combustion: this can be 
seen to some extent in Table I. During 
pulverisation and burning, changes occur 
in the mineral matter of which the coal is 
formed, the kaolinite pyrites and calcite 
being transferred into their oxides and 
sulphates, and the clay particles which 
remain long enough for fusion to occur, 
forming complex silicates. With this 
decomposed mineral matter some _ un- 
burnt fuel is found as coke particles. 

Rep'acement of Plaster by Fly Ash 

Initially, the transverse 
requirements were investigated. Accord 

ing to BS 1191 the 

mean breaking load 

of six specimens | in. 
and 4 in. long 
applied centrally on 
a 3 in. span re- 
quired. The plaster is 
to be stabilised, 
mixed with lime in 
the ratio of three of 
plaster to two of 
hydrated lime and 
then water to the 
amount of 70 per 
cent of the weight of 
the dry solids 
added. The dry 
material is added to 
the water and, after 
mixing as _ specified 
by the British 
Standard, the 
material is poured 
into moulds, the 
whole operation not 
exceeding five 
minutes in duration. 

The moulds are to 
be struck off level in 
such a manner as to 
eliminate voids or air 
bubbles.

were noticed after testing, 
generally in the mid-depth region where 
they have least effect upon the 
breaking load. The specimens remain in 
their moulds for two hours and are 
then removed and tested forthwith. 
The loading, which must be at a steady 
and uniform rate, was arranged 
in a converted shear box which was used 
originally to determine the shear strength 
of sands and gravels. The apparatus, 
together with a specimen under test, is 
shown in Fig. l. 

According to BS 1191, the modulus of 
rupture is not to be less than 70 Ib./in.’

After determining the mean failing load 
of the mixture previously specified the 
plaster was gradually replaced by fly ash 
until a failing load of approximately 
15.5 lb. was attained. Four sets of six 
specimens were tested and the mean 
results are given in Table II, and the 
variation of failing load with increase in 


the fly ash content is indicated in Fig. 2.

It will be seen that they correspond 
favourably with the previous set over the 
limited range adopted. As the pulverised 
fuel ash content was increased the work- 
ability or flow of the mixture was 
improved and it was frequently noticed 
that less or smaller voids were present in 
the specimens after failure than were 
noticed in the plaster-lime mixtures. 
From Fig. 2 it can be seen that the 
strength at two hours of such mixtures 
is reasonably proportional to the PFA 


content and that a PFA/Plaster ratio of 
.667 may be attained before the modulus 
of rupture becomes too low. The PFA 
content is then actually 40 per cent of the 
combined PFA and plaster weights. 


Plaster-PFA Mixtures 


Tests were now carried out using 
mixtures of Gypsum Plaster Class ‘A’ 
and pulverised fuel ash only. Trial mixes 
were made and from them it seemed that 
a suitable mix from the point of view of 
workability was two of plaster to one of 
water. The only standard used was one 
of ‘feel’ of the material on mixing and 
during the trials the quantity of water 
was gradually reduced, starting from the 
ratio of three parts of plaster to two of 
water. 

The same procedure laid down for pre- 
paration of the specimens for the trans- 
verse strength (modulus of rupture) test 
in BS 1191 was adopted except that the 
lime content was omitted, and the water 
content did not have the same ratio with 
respect to the solids. Specimens were 
stripped from the moulds after two hours 
but were then placed in an oven whose 
temperature was controlled at 35° + 
2°C, and retained there for some days. 
Previous to this specimens had been cast 
and then stored in a room whose tempera- 
ture was reasonably constant for air dry- 
ing, but the modulus of rupture results 
were inconsistent and this method of dry- 
ing was abandoned. 

It was also found that after oven-drying 
there was still a considerable scatter 
although an attempt was made to reach 
constant specimen weight as taken from 
the oven. The specimens were therefore 
oven-dried for six days and then removed 
and immersed in a solution of saturated 
gypsum for approximately five minutes 
By this time there was no evidence of 
air bubbles rising in the solution and in 
this saturated condition the specimens 
were then tested. 

Andrews (1) has pointed out that the 
strength of set plaster is appreciably 
lowered by small amounts of water and 
that the results ‘level off’ in the 
saturated condition. He also mentions 
that the values obtained from tests in the 
saturated condition could well be used 
for design purposes whereas strength 
values obtained on completely dried 
specimens would be misleadingly high 
for design 
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533 


After each specimen had failed under 
transverse loading the two portions 
resulting were collected and reduced to 
form cubes of | in. side for testing in 
compression again in a saturated con- 
dition. The minimum number of cubes 
tested for any one particular mix was 
thirty-six, and the average results 
obtained are shown in Table IV and 
plotted in Figs. 4 and 5 as per cent 
strength against the plaster content and 
water/plaster ratio respectively; for 
clarity the curves for transverse and com- 
pressive strength have been displaced 
vertically.

For every range of mix tested, one s 
of specimens 600 gm. plaster and 300 gm. 
water was prepared, and the strengths of 
the other sets related to it: the water 
content remained constant. The average 
modulus of rupture for the specimens of 
60 per cent plaster content was 263 
lb./in.* and the failing load in compres- 
sion was 483 lb./in.*. In some cases the 
compressive strengths of the 95 per cent 
plaster mixes were slightly greater than 
those of the 100 per cent plaster mixes 
but this was balanced by those specimens 
whose strength was less, so that when 
averaged the strengths were about the 
same. As a comparison two sets of 
specimens (60 per cent plaster) were 
tested after standing for 2 hours in the 
moulds and corresponding figures 
obtained were 289 lb/in.’ and 625 Ib/in.’ 
respectively for transverse strength and 
compression strength: these were 54.5 
per cent and 56.7 per cent of the 
strengths of the 100 per cent plaster mix.

Finally a block was cast using a mix

Industrial Development in Surrey 
County Planning Authority's Dispute with Minister 


DISAGREEMENT between Surrey Planning 
Committee and the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government over the condi- 
tions on which industrial development in 
West Surrey might be allowed was 
revealed at a planning appeal inquiry at 
Godalming on August 23. 

MR. E. A. POWDRILL, AMTPI, the assistant 
county planning officer, told the Ministry 
Inspector conducting the inquiry, Mr. 
M. B. Tetlow, ARIBA, MTPI, that, as the 
Minister had refused to allow one type 
of condition for a local site, it was essen- 
tial that there should be a personal con- 
dition, which would restrict consent to 
the applicant, subsequent occupiers of the 
site having to obtain new approval. 
* Otherwise,” he added, ‘the planning 
authority have no means whatsoever of 
controlling the growth of employment 
capacity in Surrey. Not to control it 
would be contrary to the national indus- 
trial policy, which is embodied in the 
Surrey Development Plan.’ 

MR. PATRICK STIRLING, counsel for 
Langham Cement Products, Ltd., the 
appellants, addressing Mr. Powdrill, 
said: ‘Is this not a battle between your- 
selves and the Minister in which my 
clients are merely the wretched pawns in 
the game?’ MR. POWDRILL replied: ‘ No, 
we cannot see how we can implement this 
national policy unless the Minister gives 
us the tools to do the job.’ 

Mr. Stirling alleged that the county 
planning authority were seeking to * get 
round ’ a ministerial decision which went 
against them two years ago. On that 
occasions, Ingram and Glass, Ltd., had 
appealed against the planning conditions 
for a factory site in Catterhall-lane. 

The present appeal was on a similar 
issue, though it was brought by Langham 
Cement Products, Ltd., on the grounds 
of Surrey County Council's failure to 
issue a decision within the statutory 
period on the proposed development of 
new factories and an estate road at Cat 


terhall-lane. The Ministry Inspector was 
told that both the South-West Surrey 
Area Planning Sub-Committee and 
Godalming Borough Council supported 
the firm. 

Mr. Stirling said the Committee were 
seeking to restrict the occupation of the 
proposed factories in a way which was 
wholly unreasonable. They had altered 
the wording of their condition but it was 
still a ‘ personal condition’ and the effect 
would be the same as that which the 
Minister considered not justified in the 
former case. Also, it would restrict the 
use to firms in South-West Surrey that 
were non-conforming industries (existing 
industries at present sited inappropriately 
in areas not intended to be used per- 
manently for industry). 

MR. S. CRUIKSHANK, representing the 
architects, Messrs. Scott, Brownrigg and 
Turner, said Langham Cement Products, 
Ltd., intended to have only one factory 
for their own occupation but were 
anxious to have control of the other two. 


Basis of Appeal 


MR. A. F. H. HARROULD, managing direc- 
tor of Langham Cement Products, Ltd., 
said they were anxious to reorganise their 
factory site and to develop the whole of 
their land in the lane. He was told at an 
interview with the planning officials in 
March, 1959, that the appeal site could be 
used for industry and that planning per- 
mission would be granted if they would 
apply in the names of the lessees and if 
such lessees ‘came from Surrey and the 
locality... A letter in these terms was 
promised but not received. 

A year later, in the course of corres- 
pondence, the county produced the con- 
dition that planning permission would 
only be granted personally to the appli- 
cant, and made it clear that consent 
would only be given if the occupiers of 
the proposed factories applied in their 
own names. This ‘ personal condition,’ 
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applied to the 15 in. by 44 in. faces, the 
stress at failure being noted as 420 Ib/in.* 

It is proposed to carry out further 
experiments based on this, and other 
forms of block, singly and in combination. 


Conclusions 

1. Up to 40 per cent of Gypsum Plaster 
Class ‘A’ can be replaced by Pulverised 
Fuel Ash before the transverse strength 
falls below the value of 70 Ib/in. 
requested by BS 1191. 

2. An ultimate compressive strength 
exceeding 400 Ib/in.* can be obtained for 
1 in. cubes in the saturated condition and 
this can also be obtained for blocks of 
suitable form when 40 per cent of the 
plaster has been replaced.

namely, that the permission should inure 
for the benefit of the applicant only, was 
the basis of his firm's appeal. His com- 
pany would suffer hardship if the condi- 
tion was imposed on them. 

MR. POWDRILL Said that efforts had been 
made to persuade those who intended to 
occupy the factories to put in applications 
under their own names so that approval 
could be given in terms which would 
retain, in the planning authority’s hands, 
control over subsequent occupation. 


To further this industrial policy a con- 
dition had been devised, with the support 
of the Ministry, which enabled permis- 
sion to be given to new industrial land 
in such a way that its initial and subse- 
quent occupation could be controlled by 
the local planning authority. This was 
known as the * Rickmansworth condition ° 
and it was being used with success 
throughout the Home Counties. 

However, two years ago, when the 
planning authority sought to apnly this 
condition to the Ingram and Glass site 
in Catterhall-lane, Godalming, the Minis- 
ter upheld the anpeal against it. The 
local planning authority never really saw 
eye-to-eye with this decision, but in simi- 
lar cases elsewhere in Surrey, outside 
the Metropolitan area, they had bowed 
to the Minister’s view and had sought 
to retain control over the subsequent 
occupation of industrial land bv other 
means, namely, the use of a‘ personal con 
dition,’ which restricted the permission 
of the applicant. Thus, when he moved 
away, the incoming occupier must first 
obtain the approval of the planning 
authority before moving in. 


The planning authority still felt they 
should not be discouraged from continu- 
ing to us the ‘ Rickmansworth condition.’ 
If the Minister was not prepared to accede 
to this condition being imvosed, then the 
planning authority had no alternative but 
to defer making a decision on the appli 
cations until they were submitted in the 
occupiers’ names, so that a ‘ personal con- 
dition’ could be imposed.

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The Housing Needs of the Disabled 


In Pursuance of Properly Designed Public Housing 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


TWO SERIOUSLY neglected housing re- 
quirements are those for the elderly and 
those for disabled persons. The director 
of Architectural Studies of the Nuffield 
Foundation stated recently that while in 
this country the need for hospital beds 
for the acute sick is estimated at two to 
three per thousand of the population, in 
Sweden and the United States the figure 
is 4.5 per thousand. This would seem 
to indicate that in England twice as many 
acute cases, including the disabled, live 
at home, yet properly planned facilities 
are the exception rather than the rule. 


The Central Council for the Care of 
Cripples has made a close study of this 
problem, and a report issued by them in 
1955 shows what has and what can be 
done. Recently the Council have spon- 
sored the new St. Giles’ Housing Asso- 
ciation which it is hoped will alleviate 
the problem in the London area. In sur- 
veying the work that is being under- 
taken in this country, new building 
rather than the conversion of old property 
is considered by the Council to be more 
indicative of the requirements and how 
they can be met. 

Many of the problems involved in the 
planning of housing for the disabled do 
not exist in the case, for example, of the 
old. Some objectives are shared in com 
mon—easily maintained heating systems, 
equipment arranged to avoid accidents 
and the absence of door steps, and where- 
ever possible, stairs. Here the similarities 
end; in many cases the disabled have to 
be mobile since they have not reached 
retirement age. They are also extremely 
difficult for a local authority to plan for. 


Integrated Layout 

The special problems that arise in con- 
nection with housing for disabled 
persons are discussed in ‘ Housing for 
Special Purposes 1951 ’ (HMSO, price 2s.). 
‘Dwellings for the disabled,’ states this 
report, ‘should be mixed in the layout 
with normal family housing, and the site 
should be within easy reach of places of 
employment. Although bungalows are 
preferable, where two-storey houses are 
used the bathroom and a bedroom must 
be on the ground floor.’ 

The report further that a 
suitable design would include a living 
room (approximately 200 sq. ft.), a 
kitchen, two double bedrooms (approxi- 
mately 140 and 120 sq. ft.), a third smaller 
room (extra bed or workshop), a bath- 
room with we, a second we, covered 
verandah, a fuel store and a large garage.

Special requirements should include a 
ramp in place of steps; a hall space of 
at least 5 ft. 3 in. wide; doorways with a 
clear 2 ft. 8 in. to 3 ft. span, with sliding 
doors where practicable, and a 4 ft. un- 
obstructed space on both sides for a 
wheel-chair to turn. A second we com- 
partment should be fitted with holding 
bars on both walls and a_ suspended 
ceiling grip. 


The bathroom must be designed to 
enable a wheel-chair to be drawn up 
alongside the bath, and the lavatory basin 
should be fixed to allow space under- 
neath for the chair. 


Fitments should be fixed at a height 
accessible from a wheel-chair, and sus- 
pended hand-grips at a convenient height 
installed wherever necessary. 


Where a garage is required it should 
be of sufficient size to hold a car or a 
motor tricycle and wide enough to allow 
the wheel-chair to be drawn up along- 
side. Entry should be from a covered 
verandah or preferably direct from the 
hall. Heating is desirable in the case of 
paraplegics and all hot pipes and radia 
tors should be protected. 


Practical Examples 


Elstree Rural District Council has 
been particularly imaginative in the 
development of accommodation for dis- 
abled. The district surveyor, Mr. D 
Howell, has supplied to the Central 
Council for the Care of Cripples, some 
valuable data based upon his own experi- 
ence. Recent accommodation provided by 
his council took the form of bungalows. 
The internal planning was designed on 
the assumption that one able-bodied 
person would be residing with the dis- 
abled person. 


The final design includes a working 
kitchen (13 ft. x 8 ft.), a combined bath- 
room and we (10 ft. x 8 ft.), disabled 
person’s bedroom (12 ft. 6 in. x 10 ft 
9 in.), a second bedroom (10 ft. x 10 ft. 
9 in.), a living room (14 ft. x 13 ft. 10 in.), 
and a garage (14 ft. x 12 ft.). The dis- 
abled person has access in a wheel-chair 
to all parts of the bungalow with the 
exception of the second bedroom and 
front entrance lobby. Passages are 4 ft. 
wide and the sliding doors have a clear 
opening of 3 ft. 6 in. The garage has 
sliding and folding doors and a wide 
wicket door, as a main entrance. 


Both bathroom and_ «kitchen are 
planned to give room for the wheel-chair

without obstruction and special attention 
has been paid to their arrangement. The 
living room has a large paned, low silled 
bay. window which is large enough to 
accommodate a worktable. Electric light 
switches are placed 4 ft. from finished 
floor level and power plugs 18 in. above 
floor level. 


The total tendered price in 1955 was 
£1,974. This included £1,614, the cost 
of a normal bungalow with similar 
specification (828 sq. ft. at 39s. per sq. ft.), 
£210 for the garage (168 sq. ft. at 25s. 
per sq. ft.), and £150 for special fittings 
and features. 

Examples of schemes already under- 
taken for the housing of disabled persons 
include six double bungalows at Yateley 
in Hampshire. Built by Yateley Textile 
printers at a cost of £27,376 (inclusive of 
fees) each unit contains 4 bed-sitting 
rooms, a communal sitting room, a 
kitchen and a bathroom to accommodate 
disabled girls, a warden and a nurse. The 
architect was Mr. Paul Colebridge, MC, 
FRIBA, of Cobham, Surrey. 


Dagenham Borough Council have pro- 
vided 6 ground floor flats at Heath Park 
estate. These are provided with ramps, 
hand-rails, wider doorways and other 
special equipment; garage accommoda- 
tion is near at hand. The flats are con- 
structed with a district heating system. 
In 1952 two houses for the disabled were 
built by Westhoughton Rural District 
Council. They were normal two-storey 
houses altered so that the whole of the 
ground floor, including specially designed 
bathroom, was available to a person in 
a wheel-chair. The cost, excluding site 
and roadworks, was £1,500. 


In the London area it is obviously un- 
economic to think in terms of bungalows. 
Adaptations to older property such as 
widening the doors and the provision of 
ramps have been carried out by several 
local authorities. An interesting experi- 
ment by the Borough of Finchley is the 
proposed Market Place development. In 
this new block there are to be two shops 
and a flat for a disabled occupant on the 
ground floor and four maisonettes above. 


The Central Council considers that a 
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great deal more research of architects in 
association with orthopaedic specialists is 
required to obtain the best house or flat 
lay-out. Very good work has been done 
by several local authorities, but in many 
cases they have had to experiment for 
themselves, with no up-to-date brief 
before them. Although there are 
obviously wide individual variations for 
fitments there are certain basic require- 
ments needing careful analysis. For 
example, despite the Ministry suggestion 
of sliding doors of 2 ft. 8 in. to 3 ft. it 
has been found generally that for easy 


manceuvrability of wheel chairs a mini- 
mum of 3 ft. 6 in. is required. Other 
points which suggest themselves are back- 
door and fuel store access, and provision 
to enable the disabled person to answer 
the front door. It is also conceivable that 
there are better methods than having 
sliding doors, which in many cases must 
be difficult for the handicapped to operate. 

It seems strange that a more open plan 
has not been tried out. A house with a 
small hall and a number of doors opening 
off it does not seem ideal for the pur 
pose; it is obvious too, that to the 


Town Planning Decisions 


Replacement of Existing 
Houses in Green Belt Area 
IN ALLOWING an appeal against the refusal 
of the Meriden RDC to permit the erec- 
tion of a pair of semi-detached houses on 
about one-third of an acre of land, being 
the site and curtilage of Brookshide Cot 
tages, Pickford Green-Lane, Allesley, the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment expresses the view that although 
the preservation of the rural character of 
this green belt area is of great importance, 
he thinks it inappropriate to put the 
same restriction on the replacement of 
existing houses as on the erection of new 
houses on hitherto undeveloped land. 

It seems to him, continues the Minister. 
that the replacement of these old cot- 
tages by a pair of semi-detached houses 
within the same curtilage will not 
materially affect the open character of 
this area or create a precedent for addi 
tional building on neighbouring farm- 
land. In view of the demolition order. 
it seems unlikely that the site would 
become over-densely developed, but as 
this is a green belt area he considers it 
fitting to require that there shall be not 
more than two dwellings on the land. 

The Minister has accordingly decided 
to allow the appeal, subject to the siting. 
design and external appearance of the 
buildings, and the means of access, being 
agreed, and to the condition that there 
shall not be more than two dwellings on 
the land 


Vandalism nota Sufficient 
Ground for Development 


VANDALISM has been held by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government not to 
be a sufficient justification for the resi- 
dential development of some eight acres 
of orchard land within the green belt 
adjoining Debden Hall, Debden Green, 
Essex, the home of Mr. T. W. Parker, who 
unsuccessfully appealed to the Minister 
against the refusal of the Essex County 
Council to grant planning permission for 
such development. 

At a public inquiry into the appeal it 
was alleged that gangs of hooligans from 
the adjoining Debden LCC housing estate 
constantly invaded the grounds of Mr. 
Parker’s home, stealing fruit, digging up 
plants and bushes and breaking down 
fences. 

Although, said Mr. Parker, he had 100 
apple trees, he had not been able to pick 


as much as one apple in three years. The 
hooligans had got there first. He claimed 
that he had written no fewer than 550 
letters of complaint to parents of various 
children and to local head-teachers seek- 
ing their aid to check the vandalism. 

He had bought the property, he said, 
in 1948, in the expectation that the eight 
acres would provide a buffer between his 
home and the housing estate. The re- 
verse, however, had proved to be the 
case. 


Residential Development 
of Green Belt Land 
Rejected 


4 SCHEME by Wentworth Estates, Ltd., for 
the residential development of two sites 
adjoining Wentworth golf course, 
Surrey, has been rejected by the Minister 
of Housing and Local Government on 
appeal. 

The proposal was to build about 100 
houses and to lay out a number of roads 
at Scrubs Hill Lane. Virginia Water, and 
on land east of Heather-drive, Sunning- 
dale, a total area of about 40 acres. at a 
density of three to four houses to the 
acre to conform with the existing density 
in the area. The land, said the appel- 
lants, consisted of undulating heathland 
which was useless for agricultural pur- 
poses. 

The Inspector, in his report to the 
Minister, states that the proposal, if 
allowed, would extend existing develop- 
ment on to open land in the green belt 
in such a manner that the present rural 
background and the view from many 
vantage points would be adversely 
affected. In his opinion, the magnitude 
and siting of the proposal, involving a 
substantial incursion into the green belt, 
ruled out the possibility of an excep 
tion being made to the green belt policy 
outlined in the Surrey County Develop- 
ment Plan. 


Ban on Public House 
Advertising Signs 


THE PROPOSED erection of new advertis- 
ing signs on the Carnarvon Castle public 
house, East Molesey, has been vetoed by 
the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government on appeal. 

Two alternative signs had been sug- 
gested. The first was for an unilluminated 
panel, 53 ft. by 2 ft. 6 in., with the words 
“The Carnarvon Castle’ in 15 in. letters 
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disabled housewife, the kitchen is even 
more vital than it is in the ordinary 
household. 

There is perhaps a case here, particu- 
larly in an oven plan house or bungalow, 
for giving the kitchen a more generous 
area and an aspect on to the world out- 
side. 

In pursuing these ideas the council 
hopes to sponsor competitions among 
architectural students in all parts of the 
country. An up-to-date brief for this will 
be prepared with the advice of 
orthopaedic hospitals.

The second proposal was for an in 
ternally illuminated box sign, 24 ft. by 
2 ft., with the word ‘ Restaurant’ in blue 
letters on a white background. This 
would have been flanked on each side by 
teak facing boards, with illuminated 
flower boxes, and would also have been 
fixed just above eaves level, replacing the 
existing sign. 

In dismissing the appeal, the Minister 
expresses the view that the first proposal 
would be too prominent when seen from 
the Palace and the Barge Walk, and the 
second would be out of keeping with the 
character of the area. 


‘ Builder’s Yard’ Appeal 
Dismissed 


THE MINISTER of Housing and Local 
Government has dismissed Mr. Thomas 
Nuth’s appeal against Croydon Council's 
refusal to permit him to use land at the 
rear of 84 and 86 Cross-rd., Addiscombe, 
as a builder’s yard, which was the subject 
of an inquiry in July. In announcing his 
decision, the Minister states that although 
it is important for the small builder to 
have a yard with his materials near his 
customers, the site under discussion is 
unsuitable due to its proximity to residen 
tial property.

Bungalow Allowed After 
Cottage Demolition 
IN ALLOWING an appeal by Mr. P. J. New- 


ton against the decision of Guildford 
Rural Council not to permit him to build 
a bungalow after demolishing a dilapi- 
dated cottage on land in the Green Belt 
at Round Cottage, off Enfield-road, Ash 
Vale, the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government stated it was not appropriate 
to put the same restrictions on the re 
placement of an existing dwelling as on 
the building of a new house on a pre- 
viously undeveloped site. 

It might be wrong, he stated, to permit 
rebuilding which would perpetuate un- 
suitable development, but in this case he 
agreed with the Inspector that the 
development would round off a group of 
dwellings, and would not be out of 
character with the surroundings.

3. Electrical Equipment

4. Heating 


The BOILER AND HEATING PLANT in the 
recently opened English Electric House, 
in the Strand, is an interesting installa- 
tion. The heat is generated by two 1,200 
kW electrode boilers operating during 
off-peak hours and using an 11,000-volt 
electrical supply. While present running 
costs may be a little higher compared 
with more conventional methods of 
heating, it is hoped they will be greatly 
reduced by the future use of atomic 
power. In the meantime, maintenance 
costs are negligible as are labour costs, 
for the plant is controlled by a small 
operating staff. 

As the boilers will 
operation at night-time only, 
generated is stored in three thermal 
storage vessels, finished in polished 
aluminium. Together, these vessels con- 
tain 55,000 gallons of water at a generated 
temperature of 270°F. The superheated 
water stored is used for heating the build- 
ing by mixing with cooler water to obtain 
the various output temperatures required 
for differing operations. There are eight 
separate distribution systems, including 
one for the hot water supply and one to 
the air heater batteries for air condition-

A block of flats, recently completed on 
the sea front at Hove, used these panels 
for infilling on wrought iron balcony 
surrounds. The panels are extremely 
strong and have a good resistance to 
corrosion. Both as to colour and fire 
resistance, they are made to British 
Standard specification. The panels on the 
Hove contract were 3/16 in. thick across 
the widest section, and were made up into 
a double-sided decorative component. 
Single thickness sheets were also used 
in the flats as surrounds for baths. The 
panels can be bonded to flexible asbestos 
sheets or hardboard if desired.

Direct Labour, Birmingham 
First Official Inspection of Corporation's Department 


LED by the Lord Mayor of Birmingham 
and the Lady Mayoress (Ald. and Mrs. 
Garnet B. Boughton), an official civic 
party made the first official inspection of 
the direct labour building department in 
Birmingham, on August 30. During the 
course of the inspection ALD. HARRY 
WATTON, chairman of the Birmingham 
direct labour building sub-committee, 
said that there was room for both private 
and public builders in Birmingham in the 
foreseeable future. There should be no 
antagonism between private and public 
builders, Ald. Watton urged. 

Among the official party were members 
of the Conservative group of the Bir- 
mingham City Council which is pledged 
to close down the direct labour depart- 


ment if they gain control of the council, 
and which has given sympathetic aid to 
the Birmingham Association of Building 
Trades Employers which is_ strongly 
opposed to the direct labour principle 
and which has for some time been con- 
sistently seeking ways and means of com- 
bating it. 

*I am sure that the good builder is as 
glad as anyone to see the back of the 
cheapjack and shoddy builder,’ Ald. 
Watton continued. The direct labour de- 
partment had helped to check shoddy 
workmanship and to keep prices down, 
he added. ‘ We shall be reporting to the 
city council in October at the end of the 
first five year plan. Everything has been 
paid for and we owe nobody anything,’ 


Codes of Practice 
Lead and Copper Roof Coverings—CP 143, Parts 3 and 4 


Two extremely useful additions to the 
growing list of Codes of Practice for the 
building industry have just been pub- 
lished by the British Standards Institu- 
tion. CP 143, Part 3 deals with lead roof 
coverings; and CP 143, Part 4 (a revision 
of CP 143.104: 1951) with copper roof 
coverings. Both volumes are, of course, 
the work of two of BSI’s many commit- 
tees of experts. 

CP 143, Part 3 (31 pp, illustrated, price 
7s. 6d.) deals with methods of covering a 
roof with lead sheet in accordance with 
established practice. 

For pitched and flat roofs, this new 
publication provides comprehensive guid- 
ance on all coverings above the construc- 
tional base. Flashings and gutters are 
also dealt with in so far as they are 
integral parts of the roof coverings. 

The design considerations deal with 
the types of sub-base over which lead 
coverings may be laid, the method of 
jointing on pitched and flat roofs, and the 
treatment of special features. 

The section on laying techniques pro- 
vides details of the wood-roll and the 
hollow-roll systems; the use of drips, 
laps and welts; and the treatment of 
intersections, abutments, eaves, hips and 
ridges. 

The text is amplified by 17 diagrams. 

An appendix to the Code contains a 
table of weights and equivalent thick 
nesses, and details of the physical pro 
perties of the lead sheet. 

CP 143, Part 4 (illustrated, price 7s.) 
deals with methods of covering a roof 
with copper sheet or strip in accordance 
with established practice. 

For pitched and flat roofs this revised 
Code provides recommendations on all 
the coverings above the constructional 
base. Flashings and gutters are also 
dealt with in so far as these are integral 
parts of the roof covering. 


The Code contains detailed informa- 
tion on the selection of sheeting, the lay- 
ing techniques, and the preparatory work 
entailed for both the standing-seam and 
the wood-roll methods. 


Particular attention is given to the 
weathering of the edges and hips; the in- 
corporation of drips in standing-seam and 
common-roll systems; the use of double- 
lock welts; and finish at the eaves. These 
details are fully illustrated in the 
accompanying 20 diagrams. 

The Code concludes with appendices 
containing tables for ‘Gauges, thick- 
nesses and weights of copper sheet’ and 

Dimensional details for copper gutters,’ 
and there are some useful data on the 
properties of copper.

Inquiry Bureau 
Kitchen Condensation 


QUESTION.—I propose to build an external 
extension to the kitchen of my house 
using 44 in. brickwork with 9 in. piers; 
the roof will be in patent glazing con- 
struction. The existing kitchen door will 
open into the extension. What steps 
should I take against the likelihood of 
condensation occurring? 
i eA 

ANSWER.—lIt is certain that condensation 
will occur in such a structure with glass 
and only a thin wall for insulation. As 
the warm, moist air from the kitchen 
proper contacts the cold surfaces of the 
walls and ceiling the moisture in the air 
will condense. Eleven-inch cavity walls 
would be a better proposition both for 
weathering and for insulation § since 
driving winter rains will undoubtedly 
penetrate to the inside of 44 in. brick- 
work. A 44 in. wall could, however, be 
rendered or treated externally to prevent 
this, but a great deal would depend on 
the heating and ventilation inside to effect 
evaporation of the condensed moisture. 

The inside of the walls could be 
covered with a thin absorbent lining such 
as wall-board or plaster-board on battens, 
which would give an insulating effect to 
the cold wall and absorb the condensa- 
tion. 

I do not feel that cork based anti- 
condensation paints would have a great 
effect on a 44 in. wall, but they might 
be experimented with. The glass is 
always a problem; double glazing is the 
answer but no doubt too expensive in 
this case. The patent glazing of the roof 
will have condensation channels which 
will direct the water outside, but the 
metal work will drip. It will have to be 
painted with a good metal primer to 
prevent rust or corrosion, and then 
treated with a good anti-condensation 
paint to prevent dripping of the moisture.

OVERSEAS BUILDING _ 


From Our Own Correspondents 
AUSTRALIA (QUEENSLAND).—The State 
Government has announced plans for 
further development of the Brisbane 
suburb of Inala as a steel satellite town. 
A further 160 houses are to be con- 
structed for the State Housing Commis- 
sion at an estimated cost of £456,000, and 
a State high schoo! will be built next year. 


BRAZIL.—The BNDE of Brazil has 
granted a Cr$1,800m. loan to the Electric 
Energy Commission of the State of Rio 
Grande do Sul to sveed up completion of 
the State’s electric energy plan. 


BWI (TRINIDAD AND TOBAGO).—The 
Nestlé Group subsidiary, Trinidad Food 
Products Ltd., are building a factory at an 
estimated cost of WI$2m. 


DOMINICAN REPUBLIC. The largest 
building in the northern area of the 
Dominican Republic is nearing comple- 
tion at Santiago; a secondary girls’ 
boarding school for 1,400 pupils. The 
school, which is on two floors, is divided 
into a number of connected blocks which 
form centres for business, handcrafts, 
music and domestic science training. It 
covers an area of 60,000 sq. yd. and cost 
£300,000 to build. 


GUATEMALA.—-A joint Guatemalan- 
Salvadorean engineering committee has 
settled details for building the interna- 
tional bridge to link Guatemala’s Pacific 
Slope Highway with El Salvador’s Litoral 
Highway at the Paz River which marks 
the border between both countries. Ten- 
ders will be called for probably by the 
end of this month. Construction is 
scheduled to begin in November. 


MAURITIUS.—It is planned to construct 
20,000 houses in timber and 5,000 in 
concrete states Barclays Bank DCO. This 
will form part of the rehabilitation and 
reconstruction programme following the 
cyclones earlier this year. The UK Gov- 
ernment has agreed to make grants of 
£3,452,000 and loans of £2.878,000 to the 
Mauritius Government to finance the pro- 
gramme. 


SOUTHERN RHODESIA.—-A £60,000 exten- 
sion is being carried out at the Norton 
works, near Salisbury, of the Rhodesian 
Pulp and Paper Industries Ltd. 


Building in the Union of South Africa 


THERE WAS a notable increase in the 
value of building plans passed in the 18 
principal urban areas of the Union of 
South Africa during June. More than 
half were in the Transvaal. The total 
value of these plans, at £7.2m. was some 
&£2m. greater than the figure for May and 
£2.4m. better than that for June, 1959. 
The largest single increase in June was 
in the category ‘flats and other dwell- 
ings" excluding houses. 

Plans passed in the first six months of 
this year (£32m.) also compare favour- 
ably with those of the same period in 
1959, when the total was £29m. The 
biggest increases were for non-residential 


buildings (up £lm.); plans for houses, 
incidentally, increased by only £118,000. 


Overseas Building Notes 


COST REDUCTION for small dwellings is dis- 
cussed in a series of studies prepared by 
the Tropical Section of the Building Re- 
search Station. They are based on papers 
by Mr. T. W. Scott, BArch, research 
officer at the South African National 
Building Research Institute, and are pub- 
lished as No. 68 in the ‘ Overseas Build- 
ing Notes’ series by the DSIR. 


Grants to Colonial 


Territories 
Record Sum for Development and 
Welfare 

THE UNITED KINGDOM provided the record 
sum of £254m. for development and wel- 
fare schemes to benefit overseas territories 
in the last financial year. This is shown 
by provisional figures in the annual 
Return of Schemes made under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Act 
by the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
Mr. Iain Macleod. The return, covering 
the period April 1, 1959, to March 31, 
1960, was published on August 25 as 
House of Commons Paper No. 244 
(HMSO, price 2s. 6d.). 

Issues for development projects made 
during the year reached the total of 
£24,115,000 with a further £1,470,000 for 
research. These figures bring the total 
for issues since April 1, 1946, to 
£200,604,770 of which £184,642,442 was 
for development and welfare and 
£15,962,328 for research. Commitments 
undertaken during the year totalled 
£33,001,222 for development projects, and 
£2,370,261 for research. 

For the first time, 
details of Exchequer 


the return gives 
loans approved 
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towards Colonial development pro- 
grammes. In the year under review 
the first in which Exchequer Loans were 
approved—a total of £17,987,500 was 
made available under this heading. 


The largest total of grants approved 
for development schemes were for the 
improvement of communications and 
amounted to £10,624,502. This figure 
included £6,569,631 for roads, £3,308,238 
for the development of ports, harbours 
and water-transport, £389,355 for civil 
aviation, and £337,500 for railways. 


Grants for education totalled 
£5,949,234, agricultural and veterinary 
schemes accounted for £1,990,603, irriga- 
tion and drainage schemes, £323,418, 
water supplies and sanitation, £2,993,512, 
medical and health services, £2,564,655, 
and research work, £2,370,261. 


Development in Africa 


Some £647,888 was. provided for 
development schemes in KENYA. TAN 
GANYIKA received £958,671, and UGANDA 
£3,211,282 including £1.751.250 for the 
road improvement programme _ and 
£1,229,062 for the new hospital at 
Mulago. 

Farther south, NORTHERN RHODESIA 
was granted £384,000 for the construction 
of roads while grants for NYASALAND 
totalling £1,529,534 included £900,000 for 
improvement of the _ Blantyre/Limbe 
water supply. Grants for NIGERIA totalled 
£1,420,027 including £341,500 for the 
development of health services and 
£308,120 for building schools, in the 
Northern Region, and a total of £443,250 
for the expansion of general education in 
Lagos. Of the £1,978,137 approved for 
SIERRA LEONE, £425,190 was for various 
schemes benefiting Fourah Bay College, 
£360,000 for Freetown Teacher Training 
College, and £337,000 for railway 
development. Four grants for the 
improvement of GAMBIA’S communica- 
tions, amounting to £306,210, included 
one of £189,000 for new main roads. 

Grants and loans for MALTA totalled 
£8.753,567, among them a grant of 
£2,158,100 for the construction of a deep 
water wharf and grain handling and 
storage plant, and a loan of £2m. towards 
the conversion of the naval dockyard for 
commercial ship-repairing. For develop- 
ment schemes in ADEN, grants totalling 
£337,761 were approved, including 
£133,450 for road-building. 

Grants for MAURITIUS amounted to 
£541,145 including £540,000 for harbour 
improvement, and a wide variety of 
schemes in the SEYCHELLES benefited to 
the extent of £412.442. In the Far East, 
grants totalling £615,801 were approved 
for development in NORTH BORNEO, while 
grants for SARAWAK amounted to £742,390 
including a total of £424,283 for various 
road works. 

Among grants to the WEST INDIES for 
schemes of general benefit (totalling 
£1.273,235) were 21 for the University 
College of the West Indies amounting 
to £803,976. Development grants for 
individual territories in the federation 
provided another £1,449.858; grants to 
BRITISH GUIANA totalled £941,907; and to 
BRITISH HONDURAS £925,212.

‘Industry and Overspill ’ 


THE FINANCIAL help available to indus- 
trialists who wish to set up or to expand 
their businesses in areas which have 
approved overspill agreements with Glas- 
gow Corporation is explained in a leaflet 
entitled ‘Industry and Overspill’ just 
published by the Department of Health 
for Scotland in conjunction with the 
Board of Trade. 

rhe leaflet points out that firms which 
increase the number of jobs in overspill 
reception areas can, so long as Glasgow 
remains a development district, apply for 
financial help from the Government under 
the 1960 Local Employment Act in the 
same way as firms who set up or extend 
in development districts proper. 

Since the Government’s aim is to pro- 
vide more jobs in development districts 
the main consideration in deciding if help 
can be given to a project in an overspill 
receiving area will, according to the leaf- 
let, be the extent to which the project 
will draw its labour from Glasgow. The 
greater the proportion of labour recruited 
from Glasgow the more chance a project 
will have of getting help. 

The leaflet, which is intended for the 
guidance of industrialists, mentions that 
Glasgow Corporation and the Ministry of 
Labour operate an industrial selection 
scheme to assist firms in overspill receiv- 
ing areas to recruit workers from Glas- 
gow and it goes on to explain how a firm 
seeking help for setting up or expansion 
in the overspill receiving areas should go 
about applying for financial help. 

Copies of the leaflet are available from 
the local offices of the Board of Trade and 
the Ministry of Labour, from Glasgow 
Corporation and the town and county 
clerks of the overspill receiving areas. 

* Black’ List of Contractors 

THE Housing Committee of Inverness 
Corporation are to draw up a ‘black’ 
list of contractors who fail to carry out 
work satisfactorily or in reasonable time.
